EJECTING legislative action to combat the all-in service, the sub- 
- committee see the problem as a simple case of direct competition to be 
frankly faced and, like any competition, to be effectively countered only by 
achieving greater efficiency and ingenuity in the same field, or by offering an 
even better alternative.’ This paragraph sums up the wise and realistic report 
which Mr. Leonard Howitt’s committee* has made into the employment of 
architects on the salaried staffs of building contractors. 


The sub-committee has approached this knotty problem with an “nen mind 
and, like a good judicial body, has listened to the evidence before Geclaring its 
verdict. The complaint before it, which primarily was laid by the Allied 
Societies’ Conference, is one which must concern every principal in private 
practice and, to a lesser degree, some architects in official employ—the increase 
in the custom whereby large contracting firms employ salaried architectural 
staff and are so enabled to offer the client for a given building a comprehensive 
service from site investigation to completion. Under this arrangement, it is 
said, the architect is not engaged in his traditional and proper role, lacking 
both the standing of an impartial and independent arbiter as between contractor 
and client, and the freedom to select the materials or form of construction he 
considers most appropriate; he is, in fact, the servant of the contractor whose 
interests he is paid to promote. It is, as the sub-committee points out, an 
anomalous situation, for the architect—the ‘ leader of the building team ’"— 
may, under the RIBA Code, be employed in the industry in a subordinate 
capacity but not in a controlling one since he is forbidden to be a director. 


Rightly rejecting any suggestion that the situation could be brought under 
control by application of the ARCUK or RIBA Codes governing professional 
conduct, the sub-committee sees in the ‘ all-in’ service a challenge to present 
and future—to the present by spurring on architects to strengthen their grasp 
of project management and, ‘since nobody can safely cease learning,’ by 
keeping themselves up to date in matters concerning their professional duties: 
to the future by such changes in the practical content of the RIBA professional 
examinations as are already envisaged and, further, by supplementing academic 
advance by experience on the building site. 


It is not the least of the report’s virtues that its members have tried, and 
with success, to put themselves in the client’s shoes. Thus the subject of * the 
multiplicity of separate fees which to the client is often irritating and sometimes 
bewildering’ is analysed and the virtue of a consolidated fee, in jobs where 
other professional consultants are required, is extolled and the suggestion made 
that it could be a forward-looking development if certain architects themselves 
arranged alliances of independent quantity surveyors and services consultants 
who, working as a team, could provide all-in services—only the contractor 
changing with each job. ‘One is bound to ask whether there is not some 
inherent merit in the all-in service, as practised by [building] firms of integrity 
that is both a warning of stiffer competition to come and the herald of some 
new relationship destined to develop between all those who go to make a 
successful building . The all-in service is more than a smart “ gimmick ” 
thought up by a few contractors to catch extra trade. It clearly meets a need 
‘ Here again, the sub-committee takes an objective view. 


Every architect must read and re-read this report than which nothing more 
valuable in recent years has come from the Royal Institute. Mr. Howitt and 
his sub-committee have gone far to clearing the mists which have for too long 
obscured the architect’s vision.

A ‘ FEELING’ FOR BUILDING 


A of us who love the English language have our own particular aversions 

among the fashionable clichés of our time. We watch with real distress 
the vulgarisation of grand biblical adjectives, and we wait with patience for 
fashions to change in the ‘couldn’t care less-es’ and ‘haven’t a clue-s.’ We 
acknowledge that the language of Shakespeare cannot remain static and the 
idiom of the day must always prevail; but even the most tolerant of us must 
resent the gross misuse of plain and meaningful words. 

May we plead amongst our building friends for a more considered use of 
the verb ‘to feel’? It is freely adopted to replace such words as ‘think,’ ‘believe,’ 
‘consider’ to such an extent that we may now read of architects who ‘feel’ 
that their clients should build in brick, of builders who ‘feel’ that a certain 
form of construction is unsound, of quantity surveyors who ‘feel’ that an 
estimate is high—and so on. Can we really believe in all these ‘feelings’ or 
must we accept them as acts of faith ? Surely some good honest opinions 
unequivocally presented, a considered point of view plainly stated and a recom- 
mendation authoritatively made would inspire more confidence and respect 
than these mere ‘feelings.’

THE CANDID REPORT of the sub-com- 
mittee appointed by the RIBA to 
consider the position of architects on the 
salaried staffs of builders drew attention 
to the advantage such architects enjoyed 
of being able to draw upon a contractor's 
experience in the use of building tech- 
niques and costing; and suggested that the 
young architect should be brought into 
the closest possible touch with construc- 
tion on the site.

HE clients, who are manufacturers of scientific, 
electronic and gyroscopic instruments, required the 
maximum permissible development of their available site 
area to provide a multi-storey factory, linked to their 
existing premises, which would function as an integral 
part of these premises but also be capable of being isolated 
if necessary. Dust-free working conditions and tem- 
perature control to suit their highly specialised instru- 
ment production were required, together with flexibility 
of internal planning and services to meet changes in 
production as they arose. A 20-ft. wide roadway was re- 
quired around the perimeter of the site for vehicular 
access and provision was made to meet the local authority’s 
requirements for additional car parking by utilising parts 
-of this access road. 


The tentative plan shape of the building was thus 
established as an irregular quadrilateral abutting the 
adjacent existing factory on the south side. After investiga- 
tion of the internal planning problems and the setting out 
of daylighting angles the building was planned with a 
circulation and services spine in the centre of each floor 
where artificial light would be used, thus allowing the 
maximum natural lighting to the working areas. The 
structural design was developed so that window heads 
are at slab soffit level. In practice it has been found that 
the resulting daylighting on .a normal day is such that 
artificial light can virtually be dispensed with. Daylighting 
also affected to some extent the sectional position of the 
upper ground floor slab which is 3 ft. 6 in. above groupd 
level. This resulted in a minimum of excavation for the

lower ground floor, which is 7 ft. below the actual ground 
level, and also provided a raised loading bay in the goods 
dispatch area. 


The clients required that all the internal services be 
hidden as far as possible and this to some extent dictated 
the design of the reinforced concrete hollow column 
frames. The whole of the main circulating ducts are con- 
ained within these columns or within horizontal service 
jucts running at high level through the centre of the build- 
ng on the corridor line, with the result that they are not 
visible either internally or outside the building. These 
ducts, however, are expressed by the architectural treat- 
nent of the north elevation. 


Special consideration was given by the architects to the 
internal service circulation and basically there is a com- 
jlete network of service ducting consisting of two fire- 
‘esisting vertical brick-built ducts one at each end of the 
suilding adjacent to the line of the central corridor, with 
10rizontal ducts forming the sub-ceiling of the corridor 
ind linking up with the vertical ducts. Thus all services 
can be run to any part of the building within the ducts 
ind without disturbing any part of the internal wall or 
floor surfaces. 


The original contract provided for a five-storey building 
consisting of lower and upper ground floors and three 
additional floors each 10 ft. 6 in. high, with provision for a 
further floor over part of the area, this floor to be set back 
to comply with daylighting angles and permitted site 
ratio coverage. The extra floor and a further small exten- 
sion were actually built during the period of the main 
contract and the whole scheme, including demolition of 
existing buildings on the site and erection of temporary 
buildings to house displaced personnel and machinery, 
was completed in 14 months and provides 69,590 sq. ft. 
of additional floor space. 


The clients’ requirements with regard to concealment 
of services affected to a great extent the structural design 
of the building and led to the use of reinforced concrete 
double columns. These support haunched floor slabs 
of unusual design which are prestressed on the Lee-McCall 
system. The floor slabs, whilst economic in themselves 
for the spans involved, also effected a material saving due 
to a reduction of overall building height. 


The building is founded on a total of 206 bored piles, 
each of which is 22 ft. long and penetrates 8 ft. into blue 
clay. The ground water retained by the clay has a high 
sulphate content and sulphate-resisting cement has, there- 
fore, been used for the piles. Columns are of two types, 
some are square in section and others, particularly those 
on the north elevation and on the south side of the 
assembly areas, were designed as twin columns connected 
externally with a skin of facing bricks and internally with 
clay pots, thus forming hollow columns in which the 
vertical ventilating trunking could be housed. These twin 
structural columns each 24 in. by 6 in. in section are set 
24 in. apart and are tied at each floor level with a concrete 
stiffener which also carried the end of the main beam. 


Except at the extreme ends of the building, all columns 
are at 15 ft. 3 in. centres in the east-west direction and 
generally at 20-ft. centres north-south. The columns have 
no direct contact with the pile caps. Since the standing 
water table level is less than 12 in. below the lower ground- 
floor level, great care had to be taken in waterproofing. 
The lower ground floor has, therefore, been tanked with 
an asphalt membrane which is laid on a 6-in. blinding of 
reinforced concrete except at column bases where the 
blinding tapers off forming a socket, and the asphalt is

applied directly to the pile cap. The column base was cast 
into the socket as an integral part of the 6-in. floor slab. 
This special design was developed to avoid puncturing 
the membrane. 


The upper floors are of 5 in. or 6 in. thick concrete slabs 
reinforced with high-tensile wire mesh according to the 
loading. The effective span of the floors has been reduced 
by designing the slabs as haunched beams with thickened 
strips each prestressed on the Lee-McCall system with four 
14 in. Macalloy bars. The strips, which run down the 
north-south column lines, are 3 ft. wide and vary with the 
loading from 10 in. to 13 in. overall, except in three bays 
of the first floor where heavy machinery loads require a 
depth of 16in. Each strip is in two sections, one running 
from the north wall to the internal line of twin columns, 
and the other section continuous over the remaining 
spans to the south. Short beams linking the twin columns 
support these strips. Each section was prestressed from 
one end only, the southern section at the internal line of 
twin columns, and the other at the northern end. 


The staircases are of reinforced concrete and the lift 
shafts of load-bearing brick. The lower ground floor 
walls have an outer leaf of brick to restrain and protect 
the asphalt tanking membrane and an inner skin of 
reinforced concrete designed as a retaining wall. 


An interesting feature of the structural system is that the 
design stresses in the thickened strips are comparatively 
low. Ordinary Portland cement was used for all concrete 
work and the specified minimum strengths of 3,500 Ib. 
per sq. in. at stressing and 4,250 Ib. per sq. in. at 28 days 
were easily achieved, the actual corresponding average 
cube strengths obtained being 4,680 lb. per sq. in and 
6,420 Ib. per sq. in. The water/cement ratio was specified 
as 0.45 and the quality was controlled by continual checks. 


Central heating and mechanical ventilation are provided 
throughout the building from a heating chamber on the 
lower ground floor and plant rooms on the fourth floor. 


The central heating system is low pressure accelerated 
hot water. Hot water supply is through an indirect 
cylinder in winter with a smaller boiler for summer use. 
All boilers are oil-fired and burn light fuel oil supplied 
direct from a storage tank which provides around four 
weeks’ supply in winter.

Radiators are fixed generally under each window 
throughout the building and are designed to provide, 
with the ventilating plant, temperatures varying from 
60 deg. to 70 deg. F when a temperature of 32 deg. F 
prevails outside. 


Piping from the boilers runs in ducts over the corridors 
to serve radiators, pipe coils and the air heater batteries 
on the ventilating plants, with branches in the rooms on 
the surface at low level. Domestic hot water supplies 
to the lavatories, etc., run in a similar manner to the hot 
taps on wash hand basins and sinks. 


The inlet ventilating system is in two sections, one for 
the north side of the building and the other for the south 
side, each with its plant room. That serving the north 
side has an oil-coated air filter and a cloth filter, to give 
the maximum cleaning of the incoming air and relatively 
dust-free conditions. A  hot-water-heated air heater 
battery, motor-driven multi-vane fan, and galvanised 
steel ducts run down the inside of the concrete columns 
on the outside walls terminating in adjustable grilles. 
A mechanical extract system is provided, with fan and 
ducts, and a recirculating connection in the plant room for 
use in quick heating of the section, and for fuel economy. 
This plant maintains a balanced air supply at controlled 
temperature to the machine shops, etc., where constant 
heat and air conditions are necessary. The system serving 
the south side is similar, but the extract air is removed 
through permanent natural ventilators in the windows, 
and the filter is of the continuous type. 


There are two separate ventilating plants serving the 
heat treatment and plating shops respectively, each with 


an axial flow fan, heater and inlet ducting, and an extract 
plant for the heat treatment, the contaminated air from 
the plating shop being removed by the extract system 
integral with the plating tanks. 


The electrical supply for this building is taken from the 
main factory sub-station at a pressure of 6,600 volts by 
means of an underground armoured cable to a 500 Kva 
transformer housed in the intake room. 


The main part of the installation is composed of vertical 
mineral insulated cable rising mains, one in each of the 
two electrical cupbeards positioned at opposite ends of the 
building. On each floor an industrial type ironclad 
switchboard is connected to the rising cables by means 
of a link box and an interconnecting link between each 
end of the building connects the two switchboards on each 
floor. 


The interconnecting link between switchboards com- 
prises a plug-in type busbar system, rated at 250 amps. on 
the lower floors and 150 amps. on the upper floors. 
Apart from its use as an interconnector, the system pro- 
vides an easy means of distribution for factory power and 
lighting services throughout the length of the building. 
The busbars are contained in a horizontal duct in the 
centre of the building, which is fitted with removable 
covers throughout, thus providing quick access for 
alterations and extensions. 


The provisions of the plug-in busbar system permitted 
the design of the lighting and factory power installation 
to be considered at a later date when full details of the 
arrangement of plant and personnel were known, and 
this gives maximum flexibility.

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RIBA INQUIRY INTO THE BUILDING TIMETABLE 
Long-term Effect of Changes in Investment Policy Emphasised 


ROLLOWING is the full text of a paper giving the results of 

an inquiry made by the Royal Institute of British Architects 
into the time taken to arrive at various stages of the building 
programme: 

1. At the request of the Ministry of Works, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects have carried out a small-scale 
inquiry into the time taken at various stages of the building 
programme. The object of the inquiry was to throw some light 
on the time likely to elapse before any change in the level of 
building activity, as measured by the volume of work reaching 
the architect, will be felt by the building contractor. 


Scope of the Inquiry 


_2. Architects were asked to provide details of the building 
timetable at a number of stages from the receipt of first instruc- 
tions from the client through to the completion of building work, 
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3.—Proportion of the tota! number of projects starting on the ground within 
a given period from the architect's receipt of instructions 
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or the start of building work for buildings not comp! 
More than 50 architects were approached, in both large 
small offices, in private practice, local authorities, nation< 
boards and commercial and industrial firms with their 
architects’ departments, including a few of the larger bui ding 
contractors. The timetable was provided for more thar 300 
building projects of different kinds—schools, housing, fact: ries, 
offices, public buildings, etc.—and of different sizes in terr \s of 
building cost. The total cost of all the buildings amoi nted 
to over £64m. equivalent to nearly 5 per cent. of a year’s 01 tput 
of new buildings. 


ted. 
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Summary of the Result 


3. For all the buildings covered, an average periol of 
20 months elapsed between the receipt of the first instruc ions 
and the start of building work on the ground. However. this 
arithmetical mean covered a very wide range of periods, va’ ying 
at the extremes from two months to nearly 11 years, aid is 
therefore of limited significance. When the projects vere 
ranged in order according to the number of months take: up 
to the start on the ground, the median or mid-point was 17 
months, with an equal number of projects taking a longer and 
a shorter time. One half of all the projects fell within the range 
from 12 to 23 months, with one quarter taking less than 12 
months and one quarter taking more than 23 months. 


4. Table 1 shows the proportion of the total number of 
projects that take a given interval of time to reach the start of 
building on the ground, with separate figures for a number of 
size groups (in terms of value of contract). This shows that 
building had started within one year for 30 per cent. of all pro- 
jects covered, and within two years for 79 per cent. of the projects, 
Charts 2 and 3 illustrate this graphically. While there is some 
variation within the different size groups, the figures gave no 
indication of any close relationship between time taken and size 
of project for the range from £10,000 to £499,000. There were 
not sufficient examples of £500,000 or more to draw any con- 
clusions for projects of this size. The small number of projects 
of under £10,000 showed a time considerably shorter than 
average. 


Time Taken at Intermediate Stages 


5. The average time taken at a number of intermediate 
stages for all the projects included in the inquiry is given below.

6. ( omments submitted with many of the examples suggest 
that th re is in fact no ‘average’ building—nearly every job has 
some | 2culiarity which can affect the time taken at any stage. 
Where -auses of delay were given, these came under the following 
headin. 3: 

(i) | elay in obtaining planning and other consents from local 

« ithorities, for even small projects; licensed premises requiring 
t e approval of the local magistrate suffered particularly in this 
r spect. 

(ii) | ifficulty in obtaining the necessary finance, both for public 
t sildings (which had to be fitted into an annual programme of 
€ penditure) and for private buildings, which were affected 
t » the imposition of credit restrictions. 

(iii) I-elay in obtaining a decision from the client to go ahead; 
for public buildings, such as hospitals, the need to obtain 
tne approval of the appropriate Ministry was a delaying factor. 

(iv) Licensing delays, for projects started while building licences 
were still in force. 


7. On the other side, the speediest examples were frequently 
those for which a negotiated contract was involved, where the 
time factor weighed more heavily than the desire for the best 
price that the open market would offer. In such cases the 
planning of the building work usually started immediately the 
sketch plan was completed and the working drawings were 
finished as the building proceeded. A number of the examples 
given by private architects were of this type. A similar timing 
pattern was shown in cases where tenders were obtained at the 
sketch plan stage based on approximate bills of quantities and 
in some of the examples provided by the building contractors, 
where the project. was designed by the firm’s own architect. 
(These procedures incidentally resulted in a lengthening of the 
average time taken for the completion of working drawings, 
which would otherwise be shown in the average timetable in 
paragraph 5 above and in table 2 as completed before the 
tendering stage. The effect is particularly noticeable in table 2 
for projects valued at over £1m.) Examples were also given 
where the obtaining of general planning approval for the develop- 
ment of an area had enabled a quick start on building to be 
made, particularly for factory work. 


8. A large proportion of the projects included in the inquiry 
were being handled during a ‘boom’ period for building, from

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late 1954 to early 1957, when there was a lot of work in the 
pipeline. The time taken was therefore probably longer than 
might be expected during a period of relative slackness of 
demand.

9. The average time taken for different types of buildings 
from the receipt of first instructions to the start of building on 
the ground was as follows:

10. The high average for public buildings is not unexpected 
as these projects are particularly subject to the delays mentioned 
in paragraph 6. The low average for factories is partly due to the 
high proportion of projects for which negotiated contracts or 
contracts based on rates quoted for previous buiidings on the 
site were used. There are obviously other factors involved, such 
as the timing of the granting of Industrial Development Certifi- 
cates, which do not emerge clearly from the limited information 
available, and it would be valuable to have a more detailed 
investigation of the difference between the average for this group 
and, say, the relatively high average for commercial buildings. 


General Conclusions 


11. The results of this inquiry show that the period of time 
that may elapse between the initiation of a building project and 
the actual start of building may be a good deal longer than many 
people thought. Bearing in mind that the figures given do not 
include any allowance for the time taken by the client to decide 
to build before the architect was approached, it would appear 
that any measures to adjust the level of investment in buildings 
are liable to require at least a year to show even a small effect on 
the building industry and from 18 months to two years to reach 
their full impact. A similar broad conclusion could be drawn 
from a study of the rising trend in building output in 1955 and 
1956 in relation to the encouragement given to investment in 
1953 and 1954, culminating in the removal of licensing in 
November, 1954. (At that time there was a pent up demand for 
building which needed little encouragement, a condition which 
does not prevail to-day.) 


12. This inquiry was devised in order to give a quick answer 
about the average time taken at the pre-contract stage of building. 
It was not intended to offer any guide as to how this time might 
be reduced. However, the results suggest that an inquiry on a 
larger scale, drawing on the experience of this one, might well be 
worth while, to enable a more detailed analysis to be made of 
the various contributory factors—the type of building, its 
location, the client/architect/builder relationship and so forth. 
This is beyond the resources of the RIBA, but it might perhaps 
be considered by the Building Research Station as a possible 
subject for further investigation.

The Background

the architect is not engaged in his tradi- 
tional and proper role, lacking both the 
standing of an impartial and independent 
arbiter as between contractor and client, 
and the freedom to select the materials 
or form of construction he considers most 
appropriate; that he is, in fact, the servant 
of the contractor, whose interests he is paid 
to promote; and that the system as a whole 
depreciates the architect’s status and 
constitutes something of a menace to the 
future of the profession, while depriving 
the building owner of some important 
safeguards.

IBA Codes of Professional Conduct 
port of this view. They accordingly 
mended that no new provision for- 


bidding the normal employment of archi- 
tects on the salaried staffs of building 
contractors be added to the RIBA Code, 
and the Council accepted this recommenda- 
tion. 

They went on to argue that, while the 
offer of all-in services was a complex 
question requiring deeper study and on 
which widely divergent views were held, 
it would not be pre-judging the issue if 
ARCUK were to be asked to call the 
attention of Registered Architects to 
Principle VIII of their Code, and in par- 
ticular to that clause which enjoins upon 
the architect employed by a building con- 
tractor the duty to inform clients that he is 
not professionally responsible to them, 
but to the contractor who employs him. 
The Council agreed to make this request 
of ARCUK, which has since been carried 
out by way of a note in the annual report. 


Some doubt was expressed, especially 
by the Allied Societies’ Conference, on the 
power of a salaried architect to give such a 
warning to a building contractor’s clients. 
It was decided, therefore, to refer this point 
to the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
for consideration and comment. 

Another point which has been referred to 
the JCC for consideration is the propriety 
of advertisements illustrating buildings 
erected by building contractors and showing 
the names of the architects responsible for 
the designs as if the latter were independent 
practitioners. 

Finally, the Council authorised the Sub- 
Committee to embark upon a more 
detailed investigation of all-in services, and 
it is with the results of this fuller inquiry 
that the following paragraphs are con- 
cerned. 


Evidence Taken 


(6) The Sub-Committee thought it 
best in the first place to take evidence from 
building contractors offering, or having 
knowledge of, all-in services, and from 
architects employed by such contractors. 
A meeting was held with seven members 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers (including the President 
and the Director). The main points made 
by these NFBTE representatives were that 
they were not aware of complaints that 
buildings erected under the all-in service 
system were aesthetically or qualitatively 
inferior to those commissioned to private 
architects; that the speedier completion 
of a project was the main advantage; that 
many of these projects were industrial, 
where speed in erection was often of even 
greater importance to the client than 
capital cost; that the building owner had 
complete freedom of choice to decide 
whether to use an all-in service or com- 
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mission a private architect; that many 
all-in services involved the use of pro- 
prietary systems of construction which, 
to be exploited to the fullest advantage, 
required the collaboration of architect 
and contractor from the start; that the 
success or failure of this service depended 
upon how far it found favour with the 
client; and that if it succeeded there was 
nothing the RIBA could do to stop it, nor 
would the NFBTE feel justified in dis- 
couraging it. 

Further, most of these representatives 
were candid in passing on what they 
claimed were widespread criticisms reach- 
ing them from various parts of the country 
of the services provided by some archi- 
tects. Of these shortcomings, which were 
alleged to be substantially responsible 
for the development of all-in services, not 
the least damaging were said to be the 
complicated procedures traditionally used 
for the preparation of designs and their 
translation into buildings, for these were a 
major cause of building delays. 

(7) The Sub-Committee next heard the 
views, at separate meetings, of two Chief 
Architects, employed by two leading build- 
ing contractors. 

The first of these said that besides their 
own speculative building, and work ob- 
tained in the normal way of competition, 
his company also dealt in proprietary 
systems of housing construction which 
were Offered to local authorities. In the 
case of many of the larger local authorities, 
the firm collaborated with the authority’s 
own architect, who prepared a_ basic 
design. In every all-in service contract 
undertaken by his company, the building 
owner’s interests were protected by his own 
professional adviser, who might be an 
architect, engineer, surveyor or building 
inspector. This Chief Architect believed 
that, while his employers engaged private 
architects independently, their own all-in 
service was usually quicker, cheaper and 
more efficient, because private architects 
were not familiar with the various aspects 
of the contractor’s organisation that 
influenced the design of their buildings. 

In the field of private house building it 
was widely felt among the general public 
that a house designed by a private architect 
and built under contract would be more 
costly than a ‘builder’s house.” From his 
own and his staff’s point of view, the level 
of salaries offered by building contractors 
was an attraction, as was the opportunity 
to gain experience of contractual methods. 
It was a great advantage to have, immedi- 
ately to hand, full information about the 
availability of plant and machinery as 
well as the advice of specialist technical 
staff. While ultimate policy necessarily 
rested with the Board of Directors, he was 
given every opportunity to advance views 
which might influence the design. 

The second chief architect explained that, 
in the case of his company, the idea of an 
all-in service had originated in approaches 
from landowners after the last war for the 
design and erection of farm buildings; but 
that this kind of service was now used 
chiefly for large industrial projects. Sub- 
stantiating much that the sub-committee 
had heard already, he confirmed that the 
primary concern of these industrial clients 
was a quick start and speedy completion; 
that they were always encouraged to engage 








224 


an independent quantity surveyor; and 
that in any event they always employed 
some professional adviser to watch over 
their interests. The company made no 
direct offer of all-in services. They were 
themselves approached by clients, indus- 
trialists in the main, for whom they had 
carried out work in the past through the 
normal medium of competitive tendering. 

There was no greater difficulty in 
recruiting architects into the company than 
was experienced by’ private architects 
generally, for they were attracted by good 
salaries and the chance to work in a team 
with quantity surveyors and engineers—an 
arrangement which, he felt, gave assistant 
architects a more realistic view of building 
than was possible for them in a private 
office. 

(8) Finally, the sub-committee had the 
benefit of evidence from the Honorary 
Secretary of the Northern Architectural 
Association (who was also present at the 
meeting with the first chief architect). He 
subscribed to all the heads of complaint 
listed in paragraph 4 above, and while fully 
appreciating the difficulties, nevertheless 
held to the view that both the RIBA and 
ARCUK should take immediate measures 
to prohibit—immediately so far as possible 
and eventually altogether—the employ- 
ment of architects on the salaried staffs of 
building contractors. 


Possible Action 


(9) Reviewing the evidence taken, the 
sub-committee have considered what action 
may be open to the RIBA to help, if 
possible, those members who see their 
livelihood directly affected by the growth 
of all-in services; and they have, therefore, 
aimed to exhaust first whatever remedies 
restrictive legislation might have to offer: 

(a) ARCUK:—The relevant section of the 
Architects (Registration) Act is that which 
provides for the removal from the Register 
of the name of anyone found guilty of 
‘conduct disgraceful to him in his capacity 
as an architect.’ In the recent case of 
Hughes v. Architects Registration Council, 
the effect of the ruling then given seems to be 
that ARCUK cannot decree that an activity 
constitutes disgraceful conduct if the archi- 
tect concerned has hitherto been allowed to 
pursue it unhindered over a long period. It 
is true that the Court’s decision could be 
said to relate only to activities carried on 
before the Registration Acts, and that it 
does not limit ARCUK’s powers in respect 
of new entrants. 

Nevertheless, it seems very unlikely that 
ARCUK would wish to raise the issue, 
especially in view of so recent a decision 
against them. If, however, they did legislate 
against employment of architects by con- 
tractors for all-in services, and even main- 
tained the new position unchallenged, the 
effects are unlikely to include any significant 
decline in the volume of all-in services. 
Contractors would need to hire ‘architectural 
designers’ instead of ‘Architects’ to over- 
come the statutory difficulty thus created; 
but while this change in nomenclature 
would be a hindrance to them, it is hardly 
to be supposed that it would irrevocably 
damage thcir case with hard-headed, if 
perhaps uninformed, clients, any more than 
that they would have undue difficulty in 
recruiting enough qualified architects willing 
to forgo the privilege of Registration for 
the sake of what are evidently satisfying 
appointments. 

(6) RIBA:—The RIBA Code is more 
widely drawn, in that a member can be 
reprimanded, suspended, or expelled for 


conduct ‘derogatory to his professional 

character’ or ‘inconsistent with his status 

as a member or student’ or for activities 

‘inconsistent with the profession of architect.’ 

Ignoring the problems that occur if the 

RIBA and ARCUK Codes do not run 

reasonably in parallel, it seems to be open to 

the RIBA to forbid members to take up 
employment with all-in service people, 
provided saving clauses are added to 
exonerate those already in such employment. 

But it is hard to see what practical purpose 

this would serve, for we might then see the 

all-in contractors manned by non-members, 
and be preserving the purity of professional- 
ism without removing the cause of anxiety. 

(10) The sub-committee are, therefore, 
led to the clear conclusion that restrictive 
legislation outlawing participation in all-in 
services would be ineffective and should be 
rejected. 

Nevertheless, it is worth noting that the 
RIBA Code, as it relates to employment 
by contractors, is at present anomalous. 
By its provisions, the ‘leader of the building 
team’ may be employed in the industry in a 
subordinate capacity but not in a control- 
ling one, since he is forbidden to be a 
director. 

(11) Rejecting legislative action to 
combat the all-in service, the sub-committee 
see the problem as a simple case of direct 
competition to be frankly faced and, like 
any competition, to be effectively countered 
only by achieving greater efficiency and 
ingenuity in the same field or by offering 
an even better alternative. 

(12) The contractors and contractors’ 
architects interviewed left the  sub- 
committee in no doubt that in their view 
the shortcomings of some architects in 
adhering strictly to a time-schedule, and in 
precise and efficient project management 
generally, is a principal cause of clients 
turning to contractors for an all-in service. 
Making liberal allowance for the oppor- 
tunity the occasion may have offered for 
uttering generalisations argued from par- 
ticular cases, the sub-committee are none- 
theless persuaded that there is a strong case 
for the development of courses in manage- 
ment techniques, to be taken both at 
appropriate stages during formal training 
and, since nobody can safely cease learning, 
at intervals in a modified form throughout 
the architect’s working life. 

Further consideration is being given 
through the Conference of Allied Societies’ 
Public Relations Officers to the possibility 
of more active publicity in the provinces, 
such as the preparation by Allied Societies 
of Year Books which contain illustrations, 
analyses of cost of projects, etc., of work 
commissioned under the traditional pro- 
cedure. 

It was also left to the ad hoc Committee 
on Representation of Members in Salaried 
Employment and Review of Structure of the 
Profession to consider the possibility of 
producing tables of comparative costs and 
‘ime schedules to see whether, in fact, 
buildings erected by the ‘all-in’ services 
method were cheaper and more quickly 
constructed. The committee will be going 
into this point shortly. 

(13) No less prominent in the discus- 
sions was the question of advances in 
technology, building techniques and the 
use of machinery for construction, with 
which it is so difficult for the independent 
architect to remain sufficiently familiar, 
but which are so readily available to the 
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contractor’s architect as he designs. 
sub-committee welcome the forth-o 
changes in syllabus for Intermediat:.

(14) It is evident that from the 
standpoint, one of the strong att) 
about an all-in service is the a 
simplicity and certainty it offers in 
of fees and costs, and the conveni 
him of dealing with one agent on 
sub-committee are convinced that 
accordingly much to be said for the private 
architect, in his capacity as leadc¢r, pep 
suading specialist consultants to jo-n with 
him in offering the client one consc \idated 
fee, thus avoiding the multiplicity of 
separate fees which to the client i; often 
irritating and sometimes bewildering. 

(15) Arising out of the fee question, 
an important issue is the use mide by 
architects of specialist sub-contiactor 
Architects often accept from a structural, 
electrical, heating or other engiieer ; 
comprehensive scheme for a given building 
which includes a considerable element of 
tailor-made design. Yet such a scheme 
prepared by a specialist sub-contractor is 
none other than an all-in service; and it if 
hardly consistent to complain about th 
building contractor’s offer of all-in servich 
in the total sense when architects arf 
prepared to make use of the same thing in 
a limited sense. ‘ 

A study of the all-in service problem 
throws into relief and sharpens the outlines 
of the architect’s traditional relationship= 
with client, specialist consultant, contractor 
and sub-contractor, and in any reappraisal 
of these relationships, the specialist sub- 
contractor deserves close attention. 

(16) A _ consolidated fee to accom 
modate the client, and a substantial rix 
in the technological and business efficiency 
of the profession, would go a very long 
way to meet the contractor’s challenge in 
its present form and scope. But one is 
bound to ask whether there is not some 
inherent merit in the all-in service, 4 
practised by firms of integrity, that is both 
a warning of stiffer competition to come 
and the herald of some new relationships 
destined to develop between all those who 
go to make a successful building. 

It has not been possible to gauge with 
precision how widespread the all-in servic 
now is, the volume of work handled in this 
way and how much further it is likely to 
spread. One of the contractor’s architect 
interviewed thought his own department! # 
was very unlikely to expand; that only thf 
very large contractors had either the ry 
sources or the prestige to run all-in 
services; that these were in any case likely { 
to be limited to certain kinds of c rcum 
stances and buildings; and that any wide 
spread development among small an | eve! 
medium-sized contractors was imprc able

The company can now offer a four-person, three-bed- 
room house (see plan below) for £1,100 ; a two-person, 
bed-recess flat for £800; a five-person, three-bedroom 
house for £1,250, and an old-person bed-recess bungalow, 
with floor heating, for £875. These prices are inclusive 
of substructure, drains, paths, fences, store and fuel 
storage, drying posts, dustbin and connections to mains 
on an assumed site 100 ft. deep with a 20 ft. building line. 


As the prototypes at Chessington have been so success- 
ful the contractors have decided to extend the range of 
types available to include a semi-detached, four-person, 
three-bedroom house ; two flats, one with an internal 
stair and store, accommodating two persons and with one 
bedroom; and an old-person bungalow with shared 
bathroom and lavatory.

On the evidence available the sub- 
committee are inclined to share this view. 

What is beyond doubt is that the all-in 
service is more than a smart ‘ gimmick ’ 
thought up by a few contractors to catch 
extra trade. It clearly meets a need, or 
contractors would not have _ been 
approached by clients for the service as 
well as vice versa. It might be that for 
certain kinds of . building the close 
collaboration of design, specialist and 
contracting elements right from the start, 
which is a feature of the system and is said 
to result in speedy erection, represents a 
natural and even essential development, 
pointing the way to a future pattern in the 
design and construction of major buildings. 
If so, it will not only be meeting the 
contractors’ challenge, but also a forward- 
looking development if certain architects 
themselves arrange to provide all-in services 
no less efficient, quick and economical, 
but to which will be added those aesthetic 
and other advantages that may be expected 
to accrue when an independent and 
impartial consultant is employed. 

For this purpose, the architect could 
form an alliance with independent quantity 
surveyors, heating and electrical engineers 
and any other necessary consultants, who 
with a selected contractor would work as 
a team on a projected building from the 
start. Thereafter, for any new project, 
this loose consortium under the architect’s 
leadership would probably consist of the 
same people so far as specialist consultants 
were concerned, but the contractor would 
normally change, on the important 
principle that the architect must be free 
to select the kind of construction, and 
hence the contractor, best suited to the job 
in hand. 

Such an arrangement would mean some 
increase in the number of negotiated 
contracts, but, since competitive tendering 
need not at all times and in all cases be 
sacrosanct, this is not an insuperable 
difficulty. The pressures of a free and 
highly competitive market can result in 
almost as much natural protection for the 
client as competitive tendering. The sub- 
committee believe a more likely limiting 
factor to be the number of architects 
willing, and with the time, to get down to 
the sheer business efficiency needed to make 
such a scheme a success. 

This, however, is only one and not 
necessarily the best way of taking the 
initiative. There must be others that ought 
to be explored. 

It has been left to the Practice Committee 
and the Ad Hoc Committee on Representa- 
tion of Members in Salaried Employment 
and Review of Structure of the Profession 
in collaboration to examine more closely the 
implications of the proposals concerning a 
consolidated fee for work undertaken in 
collaboration with specialist consultants. 
(17) Summarising their findings, the sub- 
committee recommend: 

(a) That nothing be added to the RIBA 
Code of Professional Conduct to prevent 
members being employed on the staffs 
of building contractors. 

(b) That the questions affecting training, 
fees and possible action by architects 
referred to in paragraphs 12-16 above 
be the subject of further and detailed con- 
sideration by the appropriate committees.

The ‘Building Timetable’

GIR, — The causes of delay in the start- 

ing of. building undertakings are 
generally well enough known, but it is 
useful to have them confirmed, as they 
have been recently, by the small-scale 
inquiry carried out by the RIBA at the 
request of the Ministry of Works. Apart 
from delays due to the licensing system 
when it was in force, and those due to the 
vagaries of clients, both public and 
private, they are, of course, broadly pre- 
paratory, administrative and financial. 
What will surprise many, however, is the 
evidence produced by this inquiry of the 
length of time that may elapse between 
the initiation of a building project and the 
actual start of work on the site. 

The average time is 20 months for all the 
buildings covered, half the projects falling 
within a range from 12 to 23 months, one 
quarter taking less than 12 months and one 
quarter more than 23. Factories and other 
industrial buildings are shown to take 13 
months to prepare for; two-storey housing 
16; schools, technical colleges and universi- 
ties 18; multi-storey housing 21; offices and 
other commercial buildings 22; and public 
buildings 26. It is explained that the high 
average for public buildings is due to 
ministerial delays, and the low average for 
factories at least partly due to the high pro- 
portion of negotiated contracts. 

Of particular interest is a table showing 
the average time taken by the various stages 
of work from the receipt of the architect’s 
first instructions, as follows: sketch plans 
completed seven months; planning, by-law 
and other approvals obtained 14; tenders 
out 15; tenders returned 16; working draw- 
ings completed 16; building work started 20; 
building work completed 38. 

It is pointed out that this inquiry was 
devised to give a quick answer about the 
average time taken at the _ pre-contract 
stage of building and that it was not inten- 
ded to offer any guide as to how this time 
might be reduced. An investigation on a 
larger scale, possibly by the Building 
Research Station, is suggested. That might 
be essential for a complete understanding of 
this complex problem, but surely enough 
evidence is now available to indicate desir- 
able lines of action. 

Apart from questions of finance, the most 
urgent need is apparently to reduce the 
period for the completion of sketch plans 
and for obtaining planning, by-law and 
other approvals (seven months each). It is 
easy to make suggestions to this end but 
a very different matter to put them into 
effect. For example, the unification of 
administrative controls has often been 
advocated, but who has the power to reform 
the clumsy and sluggishly working bureau- 
cratic machine? Something, however, could 
probably be done to reduce this serious 
time-lag of 20 months by the determination 
of all concerned to speed up their respective 
shares of the work. 

One thing can at least be said with some 
confidence. To any Government | this 
inquiry must surely bring home the perils 
of imposing on an inefficient mecharism the 
further burden of abruptly applied dis- 
criminative controls.

Bombed Sites, Hastings 


HAvInG resolved that ‘ we can live with 
this eyesore no longer,’ Hastings Town 





Council are tackling the vexed question 
of bombed sites with remarkable energy, 
writes a correspondent. Demolitions are 
proceeding at several points on the sea- 
front. The remains of the old Royal 
Oak, opposite Woolworths, are rapidly dis- 
appearing; while the unsightly Metropole 
(next to the Queen’s Hotel)—the biggest 
eyesore of all—is fast coming down. The 
Queen’s Hotel is being attractively re- 
adorned in celebration’ of the rapid 
demise of its derelict neighbour. The 
removal of the Metropole will widen the 
existing gap in Robertson-terrace, the 
redevelopment of which is to be the sub- 
ject of urgent discussions with the Com- 
missioners of Crown Lands. 


In St. Leonards, the Corporation pro- 
pose to purchase compulsorily Nos. 24 to 
27, Grand Parade, and, on these five sites, 
they will build a £70,000 block of shops, 
garages and flats. There will be four 
shops on the ground floor, and garages in 
the basement, eight one-bedroom flats on 
the first and second floors, and four-two- 
roomed maisonettes on the third and 
fourth floors. 


This attack on the blight of the sea- 
front bombed sites has made a promising 
start, and the Corporation, badly shaken 
by the warning of the experts that 
Hastings’ future as a leading seaside resort 
is in jeopardy, is determined to pursue it 
with the utmost vigour. 


Pylons Across Kent 


KENT County Covuncit’s planning 
committee has again considered the 
Central Electricity Generating Board’s 
proposal to erect pylons for a 275-kv 
electricity line across Kent from Dun- 
geness to Northfleet. 


It is understood that the pylons will be 
set about a quarter of a mile apart from 
each other and are likely to be 138 ft. 
high, the cable being allowed to sag to 
not less than 24 ft. from the ground. The 
committee has agreed with the proposed 
route between Canterbury and Sitting- 
bourne, but thinks that the local councils 
of the areas affected should be allowed 
to approve the detailed siting of the 
pylons. 


Between Sittingbourne and Northfleet, 
the committee is opposing the Board’s 
scheme for bringing the pylons south of 
the Medway Towns, which would in- 
volve a line of pylons on or near the 
North Downs. The committee thinks a 
route north of the Medway Towns, 
across the marshes and the lower reaches 
of the River Medway, would be less 
objectionable. In this view, they are sup- 
ported by the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion. 

As for the suggested route between 
Dungeness and Canterbury, the com- 
mittee has not yet reached any decision, 
but a group of members of the committee 
now propose to visit Romney Marsh and 
the site of the proposed nuclear power 
station at Dungeness to study the prob- 
lem on the spot.

Governments and local authoritics all 
over the world are more and “ore 
realising the urgent need for a _ well. 
planned and organised renewal of the 
older parts of cities, and accordingly the 
International Federation for Housing and 
Town Planning and the Netherlands 
Housing and Town Planning Institute, 
backed by a grant from the Ford Founda- 
tion, have now taken the initiative to 
bring together 38 top-ranking officials and 
urban renewal _ specialists from 25 
countries including the United Nations. 


An eight-day series of meetings will 
comprise eight working sessions on 
various phases of renewal programmes, 
and tours will take place of the Hague, 
Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Vlaardingen 
and Antwerp, to study rebuilding and 
renewal projects in these cities. The 
primary purpose of the Seminar is to 
encourage an exchange of ideas and 
experience between leading professional 
people who have been invited to take 
part because of their leadership and 
positions of responsibility in the fields of 
planning, housing and renewal in their 
own countries.

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‘The Competition of Ideas at Brussels’ 
4 TALK AT. THE ART WORKERS’ GUILD 


ME: JAMES GARDNER, OBE, RDI, 
42 Chief Designer of the UK Pavilion at 
the Brussels International Exhibition, gave a 
talk entitled, “The Competition of Ideas at 
the Brussels Exhibition,’ at a joint meeting 
of the Art Workers’ Guild and Society of 
Industrial Artists held on July 9 at 6 Queen- 
square, WC1. The chair was taken by the 
Master, Mr. Laurence Bradshaw. 

In his remarks Mr. Gardner said that the 
Brussels Exhibition had been thought of, 
notably by manufacturers, as just another 
Trade Fair; it was in fact one of a series of 
international events of which the Paris 1937 
Exhibition was an example. In the pre-war 
years such events had been held in different 
countries from time to time by international 
agreement, and Belgium was the first country 
since the war to promote this full-scale inter- 
national cultural exhibition. 

The sponsoring country was responsible 
for the general arrangement and co-ordina- 
tion and presented sites to the participating 
countries for their national pavilions. The 
theme was ‘The contribution to the wel- 
fare of the peoples of the world, with special 
reference to scientific achievements, etc.’-—a 
high sounding title which lent itself to the 
most varied interpretations. 

The site was that of earlier exhibitions and 
encumbered with a number of heavy old 
buildings which had somehow to be vamped 
up and given a new look, but it also included 
a hilly treed area rather like Green Park. 

‘The organisers,’ Mr. Gardner went on, 
‘had asked the various countries to put up 
pavilions in their national styles; but archi- 
tectural style today is very international and 
even some small countries from which we 
would expect a characteristic national style 
adopted this international manner just to 
show, I suppose, that they were technically 
in line with the more “ advanced ”’ nations. 
This was to be an exhibition, not of goods, 
but of ideas. We can now review the different 
pavilions and see how each nation handled 
the problem. 

‘We see the Russians and the Americans 
in competition as great powers, and each 
decided initially to go for scale and to be 
as impressive as possible. The Americans 
were, I think, the losers in the competition 
for bigness, as they elected to erect a drum- 
shaped building; and as every packaging 
expert knows, if you have a rectangular and 
a circular container of the same capacity, 
the rectangular one always looks bigger. 

‘The USSR erected a symmetrical rec- 
tangular building, graceless, uncompromising 
if you like, but to the little people who 
ascend its steps like ants it gives an absolute 
impression of power. 

‘The USA pavilion, with walls of trans- 
lucent plastic enclosing trees and a pool, and 
with a guard of honour of apple blossom 
trees outside, gives at first an impression of 
great promise, but inside is rather uninterest- 
ing and bleak—it is very difficult to manage 
exhibition layout in a large-scale circular 
drum. 

‘A number of the lesser powers—the West 
Germans, the Austrians, and the Jugoslavs— 
adopted the text-book solution of a rec- 
tangular glass box on steel stilts floating over 
a garden layout. These were elegantly de- 


signed constructions, but the exhibits within 
them tended to conform to the building style 
and to be rather flat and clinical, though to 
a technician, beautifully detailed and suffi- 
ciently illogically poised in space. 

‘The French set out to display their en- 
gineering dexterity with a large pavilion in- 
corporating every conceivable steel struc- 
tural problem, and clothed in an envelope

of translucent fibre-glass. They encountered 
serious difficulties, and the result was im- 
pressive but something of a jumble. 
‘Contrasted with these was the practical 
and humanist solution adopted for example 
by the Netherlands. This pavilion was built 
largely of brick and was somehow domestic 
and friendly in character. New effects were 
achieved with water. The Czechoslovakian 
pavilion was rather dull architecturally, large 
solid boxes covered with dull gold mosaic, 
but inside was a display arrangement pleas- 
ant to walk around. As contrast to all these 
elaborate and experimental projects, the 
Thailand Pavilion, a miniature temple just 
stood on a mound, beautifully designed and 
exquisitely coloured in pure traditional style. 
‘The general impression was a caco- 
phony of mixed ideas—buildings which might 
have been delightful in isolation for some 
other purpose but composing awkwardly 
with adjoining buildings of different styles 
and scales. Possibly this was symbolic of the 
age; our ideas were unco-ordinated and few 


-of them were really adventurous or new. 


‘What then did emerge that was new and 
what of the British Government Pavilion? 
We decided at the start to have one co- 
herent exhibit, a sequence of displays housed 
in a frankly temporary pavilion designed 
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just for this purpose. It was not easy to 
think out a central theme for a small display 
representing such a complex society. The 
eventual decision was to show that the 
British were still in the lead as initiators of 
ideas in technology and pure science. But 
scientific inventions can make very dull ex- 
hibition and rather than face visitors with 
more atomics as they enter the pavilion w 

decided to put on a show. 

‘To the foreigner we are seen as a people 
who retain strong and picturesque traditions 
and so we opened our displays with a 
theatrical display of banners and pageantry 
to the sound of fanfares. Visitors were in- 
tended to be impressed and then whistle 
through this section—to be surprised as they 
turned the corner at the end by the contrast 
of the scientific exhibits. In practice they 
were too interested and crawled through at a 
snail’s pace reading every label Half the 
site was devoted to open air courtyards, 
partly for effect and also because walls cost 
less than roofs. 

* The pavilion had at first received adverse 
criticism from the younger generation of 
designers and critics who conform to the 
“contemporary style”—it was not archi- 
tecture, it was even reactionary. But the 
pavilion was proving very popular with the 
crowds visiting che exhibition, the only one 
which had a queue at the entrance, and was 
one of the three pavilions discussed and 
commented on generally.’ 


HISTORIC BUILDINGS 
Further Grants 


HE Minister of Works has announced a 

further 19 grants towards the preser- 
vation of historic buildings in England and 
Wales. These are authorised under an Act 
of Parliament of 1953, which set up Historic 
Buildings Councils for England, Wales and 
Scotland to make recommendations to the 
Minister. 

The three Historic Buildings Councils 
have now considered 2,420 applications for 
aid since their formation. The number of 
buildings whose owners have accepted 
assistance has reached 546, and the total 
value of grants made now exceeds £1,650,000. 
A condition attached to every grant is that 
the public shall be afforded reasonable 
opportunities to view the buildings con- 
cerned.

Earl of Euston Elected President 


"THE Earl of Euston, MA, FSA, was 

introduced as president of the 
Council For Visual Education, at their 
annual meeting, held recently at 13, 
Suffolk-street, SW1, by the chairman of 
the Council, Mr. Leslie Hardern. 

Lorp Euston said that he had been 
delighted to accept the invitation to succeed 
Sir Patrick Abercrombie as president, though 
he felt he had little to offer except great 
enthusiasm for. the cause for which the 
Council had been brought into being. 

Visual education, he said, was a vital 
matter today. His experience as a member 
of the Ministry of Works Historic Buildings 
Council had shown him how closely bad 
planning and bad design were bound up with 
the fate of old houses. 

Mr. FURNEAUX JORDAN, in a paper entitled 
‘Looking at the Town’ said that today we 
had, on the one hand, an administrative and 
social approach to town-planning which 
ignored some of the five points of design; on 
the other hand we had a sentimental and 
archaeological approach which thought in 
terms of dates and facades rather than visual 
and aesthetic facts. Both approaches, he 
thought, ignored the real facts. 

There was a tendency to think that town 
design was of two kinds—at one extreme the 
formal, symmetrical, grandiose, at the other 
extreme the picturesque and labyrinthine 
streets of mediaeval towns that came into 
existence by chance. ‘ Neither extreme exists 
in its pure form and every shade of formality 
and informality is found in the lovelier towns 
of the world,’ he said. 

‘ All I want to suggest is that towns, like 
buildings or paintings, can be looked at, 
analysed and enjoyed. What I find odd is, 
that in spite of our terrific consciousness of 
the phrase “ town-planning,” this process of 
analysis and enjoyment is still not under- 
stood. 

Varied Treatment 


‘Towns, like houses or gardens, consist 
of a series of spaces—you pass from one to 
another—and the art of town design lies in 


the design, the enclosure and linking of those ~ 


spaces. They are as diverse as alleys, streets, 
processional ways, squares and parks, each 
with specific functions that must find expres- 
sion in the design. : 

‘As with a series of rooms en suite the 
art lies in the varied treatment of each com- 
bined with an overall unity the sustained 
sense of surprise combined with the con- 
sistency essential to one work of art—the 
town.’ 

On the subject of parks Mr. Jordan said: 
‘A park is an open space, but it is an urban 
open space; one pretends otherwise at one’s 
peril. And yet it is just this point that our 
own Commissioners for crown lands seem 
not to appreciate. They argued about the 
Regent’s Park Terraces on their own merits. 
almost oblivious to the fact that they were an 
integral part of the Park itself, its actual 
perimeter.’ 

Hyde Park, the speaker went on, was in its 
own way our New York Harbour. By that 
he meant that only across the river—the view 
of the new South Bank—and across Hyde 
Park, could one get the long view of such 


large and sophisticated modern building as 
was bound to grow skyward in the valuable 
heart of the capital. 


Town design was not just parks and capital 
cities. It was also a smaller, more intimate 
thing than that. It depended not only upon 
the large scale aesthetic conceptions, but 
also upon the designing and linking together 
of small areas and upon the expression 
through design of their use and function. 


Before the discussion which followed, 
Lorp Euston, in referring to the difficulties 
of preservation work, mentioned that the 
Ministry of Works had recently introduced 
a system of grants to owners of buildings of 
historic value as part of a group. 

Mr. B. MARSDEN-SMEDLEY, in opening the 
discussion, spoke of the difficulties confront- 
ing town-planning committees. There were 
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no absolute standards, members could only 
object to that which they felt to be bad. The 
whole town-planning machine needed to by 
radically overhauled se that it could accom. 
plish that which the ordinary citizen wanted, 

Mr. J. E. Supps said they had been think. 
ing largely about the architecture of the past, 
but perhaps more thought should be given to 
that of today. Something seemed to come 
between the architect and the public for 
which he was designing, often with dire re. 
sults. 

Mr. ROYE ENGLAND asked whether, while 
the Council for Visual Education was trying 
to educate children to an appreciation of 
beauty, something could not also be done to 
educate local councils. They were doing a 
lot of harm, especially in the country, by 
compulsorily removing old cottages instead 
of encouraging their restoration. 





LOOKING AT ARCHITECTURE 
Mr. Betjeman’s Reflections 


*‘ ARCHITECTURE is not a special 

secret thing kept for architects,’ Mr. 
JoHN BETJEMAN told a recent luncheon 
meeting of the Executives Association of 
Great Britain, held in the Savoy Hotel. 
‘You have to put up with it just as much 
as architects do and you have got eyes 
just as they have.’ 

We talked about art galleries and 
people were very bothered about art and 
they bothered about the latest artist, for 
artists were such delightful company, 
though not so much as architects, because 
they were more withdrawn in themselves, 
Mr. Betjeman continued. And galleries 
and pictures were all very well, but one 
could not avoid a picture gallery that 
was open day and night, which was the 
streets and lanes of England and even 
here in this room. 


‘This gallery is extremely interesting, 
because it is a part of you,’ the speaker 
added. ‘People object very much to 
things being pulled down, and I'll tell you 
why. It is because everybody has got 
somewhere which is home to them and 
the things that are there where they were 
brought up are part of themselves. They 
are just as much a part of one’s self as 
the books one has read and the prayers 
one has been taught to say, and when you 
go back to where you were born and you 
see that the local council has cut down 
some trees because they might have fallen 
on a bus, and you see a familiar house 
gone because it was declared not sanitary, 
and you knew the people in it and they 
seemed quite healthy to you—when this 
happens, part of you is destroyed. The 
buildings may not be good, but they are 
part of you and I really think that that 
is one of the reasons why the architecture 
of our public streets and the architecture 
of our villages is so important and why it 
is a wicked thing to mess about with it 
too much. 

“How does pleasure come from look- 
ing at buildings? There are three things 
to remember. Siting—does a new build- 
ing fit in with its neighbours or is it trying 
to turn them out? Is it in scale? What 
about its proportions? : . . One of the 
most important things about architecture 
is proportion, and I do not think there are 
such things as rules of proportion that 


apply universally, but you can tell when 
you go into a room by knowing whether 
the ceiling appears to be coming down 
on top of you or whether it lifts you up. 
You can also tell whether a thing is 
properly proportioned or not. In this 
room here the thing that bothers me js 
that when you have a column it generally 
flowers into a carved capital which holds 
the ceiling, but these columns seem to 
flower into mushrooms which do not hold 
the ceiling. I also have a feeling looking 
round this room that the architect did 
not intend visitors to see it. I think it 
was a kitchen or something like that and 
then later they decided to make use of 
this room as a ladies’ lounge and they 
put that egg-and-dart moulding there 
along the beams, and they also arranged 
these round arches here which come 
down to the floor. Then in 1929 I think 
they wanted to make it look modern and 
they did this business of making the 
capitals into electric lights. This is not 
as good as the style which is done really 
well at that splendid hotel, the Ritz — 
that really is a splendid building and all 
the public rooms seem to lift you up. 

‘It is all quite interesting—everywhere 
you go in everybody’s house there is 
always something you want to take away 
and have for yourself. I think any 
building is enjoyable and worth looking 
at if the person who designed it did so 
with joy and with a wish to please. When 
a building is put up entirely for the pur- 
pose of getting money for the building 
it looks just like that.’

IN PADDINGTON 


BC’s Plans for Preservation 
From Our Own Representative 


\N interesting scheme for the con- 

version of early Victorian properties 
is been under consideration by the 
addington MBC. It relates to 13 of a 
mace Of 15 houses at the Bishop’s 
bridge-road end of Westbourne-terrace, 
some Of which have been in use as ‘ half- 
yay houses.” The buildings are listed as 
of architectural or historic importance 
bid it is especially necessary to preserve 
heir external character in a road where 
sven Other terraces of similar type 
remain. 


A hundred years ago, this part of Pad- 
ington was a residential area of the better 
class, and the houses have large basements, 
with spacious dining room, library, morning 
room and hall on the ground floor, a large 
dawing room on the first floor and three 
foors of bedrooms, nurseries and servants’ 
quarters above. The height of the ceilings 
on the lower floors is one of the difficulties 
which the conversion of this type of property 
presents, and, wherever economy permits, 
false ceilings are to be introduced in the 
planning of the smaller rooms and offices 
on the ground, first and second floors. The 
space now occupied by entrance halls and 
staircases up to second floor level is to be 
used for kitchenettes, internal bathrooms and 
small entrance halls to the flats. Of 59 flats 
on the three lower floors, 36 will be of the 
bed-sitting-room type, suitable for elderly 
persons, but each will have its own bath- 
room, and internal bathrooms will be venti- 
lated by electric fans operated by the light 
switch, the trunking being carried over the 
false ceiling. 





The original porticos of the houses are 
to be retained, but only three entrances will 
be provided, one centrally and one at each 
end of the block. Three stai:cases will give 
access from these to the first and second 
floors, which, like the ground floor, will 
have central connecting corridors, and two 
lifts will also be installed. Above the second 
floor, the existing staircases will be retained 
to comply with fire regulations, and on the 
third and fourth floors, one flat will occupy 
each floor of each house. A typical two- 
bedroom flat will contain a sitting-room 23ft. 
by 13ft., a kitchen 12ft. by 8ft., two bed- 
rooms 8ft. or 9ft. by 10ft. and 17ft. by 10ft., 
a bathroom and small hall. There will be 
29 two-bedroom, 17 one-bedroom, two three- 
bedroom and one four-bedroom flats as well 
: 36 bed-sitting-room flats—85 dwellings in 
all. 


The total net cost of the building and 
repair works is estimated, very roughiy, at 
£103,800 and, with the cost of acquisition, 
this will bring the estimated cost per flat to 
£2,038. A great deal of detail still remains 
to be worked out, but, even if the cost should 
Prove substantially higher, it would appear 
that the advantages to be gained from such 
a scheme, from the point of view of occupiers 
and public alike, in preserving and convert- 
ing to modern needs these old terraces so 
near to the centre of London are undeniable, 
and it is to be hoped that that this example 








of municipal enterprise may be followed, 
not necessarily only by local authorities.

PEOPLE 


Need for More One-bedroem 
Dwellings 


LUM clearance in 1958 should show a 

large advance on the figures for 1957, 
during which nearly 150,000 people were 
moved from unfit houses. These facts were 
given by Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, when he 
opened the annual conference of the Hous- 
ing Centre Trust in London, recently. 

* During 1957,’ said the Minister, ‘ hous- 
ing authorities were able not merely to 
maintain the rate of clearance they achieved 
in 1956, but substantially to improve on it. 
They closed or demolished over 44,000 
houses, as compared with just under 35,000 
in 1956. In 1957 more than 148,000 people 
were moved from unfit houses. ‘That 
brings the total number of people rehoused 
under our slum clearance drive to more 
than a quarter of*a million. 

‘During each of the last five years, Mr. 
Brooke continued, ‘the rate of building has 
exceeded 300,000 houses a year. Building 
on this vast scale cannot continue in- 
definitely. Even before the need for capital 
retrenchment was imposed by economic 
difficulties, it had become right to slacken 
the pace.’ But, said the Minister, there had 
been too little new building of small dwell- 
ings specially fitted for old people. 

‘What can be done to break this log- 
jam ?’ asked Mr. Brooke. ‘The Rent Act 
of course was the first essential step. It is 
doing and will do a great deal to promote 
the better use of accommodation. But local 
authorities also have a special part to play. 

‘First, they can promote exchanges be- 
tween on the one hand old people in pri- 
vately owned property which is now too 
large for their needs, and for which they 
cannot perhaps pay what is a reasonable 
rent, and on the other hand families in 
council property who would like to move 
into a larger house and can afford a fair 
rent for it. 

‘Second, they can offer tenancies of suit- 
able council accommodation to old people 
who are living alone in houses which they 
own, but who would like to move to some- 
thing more compact and _ convenient. 
Authorities could buy houses like that from 
the old people and use them for families 
from among council tenants or from their 
waiting list. 

‘Third, they can encourage schemes for 
improvement and conversion of the older 
properties to provide more dwelling units, 
by making grants and loans for this. 

* Last 


year grants for conversions 
amounted to no more than one-tenth of 
the total of #6m. of grant payments 


approved by local authorities for improve- 
ment works undertaken by private owners. 
1 have a strong feeling that much more 
could be done in this field. I would appeal 
to local authorities to give all the stimulus 
they can. 

* Fourth, local authorities could build more 
one-bedroomed dwellings specially designed 
to meet the needs of old people. To-day, 
one in every ‘seven people is already. of 
pensionable age. In another 15 years this 
figure may rise to ome in six.’

Hotel Building Debated Before the 
Adjournment 


ARLIAMENT adjourned for the summer 

recess on Friday, August 1, and will re- 
assemble for the prorogation on Thursday, 
October 23, in preparation for the State 
opening of the new session on the following 
Tuesday. That session ‘may well be the last 
one of this Parliament. 


Among the topics which were discussed 
in the week before the break was the high 
cost of hotel building, which deterred de- 
velopers from embarking on such projects. 
This was in the House of Lords on July 29, 
when Lorp GirrorD, calling attention to 
the shortage of London hotel accommoda- 
tion, urged Government action to remedy it. 

He wanted cheap capital to be made avail- 

able to aid the building of new hotels and 
the modernisation of existing ones. He 
pointed out that to provide an hotel room 
with bath cost from £5,000 to £6,000. It 
was, he argued, impossible to get finance to 
build a new hotel, or to modernise an 
existing one. 
His proposal was that the Government 
should set up an Hotel Finance Corporation 
which could consider projects and make 
interest-free loans in suitable cases. Finance 
was useless and projects doomed to failure 
unless hotels could be built on the right 
sites, and could be planned to make the 
maximum use of the ground available. 


‘ Terrified of Tall Buildings’ 

Oniy the Westbury Hotel in Bond-street 
had come to fruition out of many plans for 
building large hotels. in Britain, although 
large blocks of offices had reared their heads 
in the West End. His reason for the failure 
of those schemes to be successful was the 
lack of sympathetic and helpful consider- 
ation from local planning authorities, who 
seemed to have old-fashioned ideas and to 
be terrified of tall buildings. Yet without 
height no hotel in central and expensive sites 
could get full value from that site. 


: He suggested, as another way to assist 
development, that large hotels should be 
treated in the same way as industrial build- 
ings with an initial allowance of 124 per 
cent., and an annual allowance of 2 per 
cent. : 

LorD JESSEL wanted the Government to 

encourage hotels to carry out extensions and 
improvements. Some could expand and 
others could increase the standard of their 
accommodation. It would help if alterations 
could qualify for relief from income tax 
and profits tax. 
. THE. Eart oF Lucan said that planning 
authorities should be slow to give permission 
for this kind of development in the centre of 
London. Let there be development on the 
Underground routes outside London, from 
which access to the centre would be easy; 
but the centre should not be cluttered with 
too much new building. 

LorD MANCROFT, Minister without Port- 
folio, said that hotels were treated in the 
same way as other businesses for claiming 
relief of tax on repairs and maintenance. 
If they followed Lord Gifford’s proposal 
they would be placing. hotels in a better 
Position than any other class of business. 


The Government now had powers, under 
the Distribution of Industry (Industrial 
Finance) Act, 1958, to make loans for any 
purpose likely to reduce, or contribute to 
the reduction in, unemployment where it 
existed at a high rate in a particular 
locality. He gave an assurance that neither 
planning requirements nor the building by- 
laws stood in the way of new hotel construc- 
tion, whether the building was to have three 
or 30 storeys. 

There was no preconceived objection to 
high buildings in London. What was ob- 
jected to was badly sited or badly designed 
buildings. He agreed that a new building 
should not only look civilised, but should 
be a good neighbour and fit in well with its 
environment. That was important if it was 
to be a skyscraper. 

He referred to the proposal to erect a 
700-room hotel in Park-lane, north of 
Londonderry House. Not only would it 
have loomed up roughly the same height 
as Salisbury Cathedral, but would have been 
four times bulkier than the size of buildings 
which the recognised planning standards 
would have permitted on that particular site. 
The Government had called in the applica- 
tion and refused permission. 

He was sure that that decision was right, 
but it was not taken because the building 
was to have been 400ft. high. The pro- 
moters had made another application for 
two different designs for a smaller hotel of 
530 bedrooms on the same site, and this 
was under consideration. 

The Minister had also granted planning 
permission for another tall hotel containing 
700 bedrooms on a larger site in Lancaster 
Gate. This building would be roughly less 
than twice as bulky as the maximum pre- 
scribed by planning standards for that site, 
and it would not dominate its surroundings 
anything like so badly as the Park Lane 
example. 

Only the previous day the LCC granted 
planning permission for an hotel of 255 
bedrooms on 17 floors rising to a height of 
170ft. just south of Londonderry House at 
11-15 Park-lane, and the county council were 
considering an application for permission to 
build an hotel of 1,000 rooms on the Tro- 
cadero-Corner House site near Piccadilly 
Circus. 

The scope for Government help or inter- 
ference was limited. The Government 
looked to private enterprise to meet the 
challenge of expanding traffic. They would 
do everything that was reasonable and pos- 
sible to improve and sweeten the atmosphere 
in which that challenge could be met. 

#« Details of the new scheme at 11-15 Park- 
lane are given under Future Construction, 
beginning page 249.—Ep. 

School Building in Scotland 


"THE school building programme in Scot- 

land during 1957 at £10,600,000 was 
19 per cent. up on the previous year, and 
the value of the projects started and com- 
pleted was also greater than in 1956. Stat- 
ing this in the Commons during a debate on 
Scottish education on July 24, Mr. J. S. 
Mac ay, the Secretary of State, said that in 
the current financial year education authori- 
ties had been told which projects they could 
Start, and he was glad to say that every 
necessary job would be allowed to start as 
soon as it was ready. He was anxious to 
see the building programme go forward as 
rapidly as possible. . 
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He conceded that the job of modernising 
and replacing unsatisfactory schools woud 
be long and difficult. For example, in built. 
up areas, such as Glasgow, there was a prob. 
lem of having to build on the same site, anj 
of finding accommodation while the work 
was in progress. The modernisation or re. 
placement of most of the small rural schools 
built in the last century would be a for. 
midable task, which would have to be spread 
over a long period, but the Government were 
aware that this could have an important 
effect on the life of the rural communitie;, 


Projects to the value of £9,600,000 had 
been approved in principle, or were expected 
to be approved soon for the technical edu. 
cation development programme, outlined by 
the Government in their White Paper abou 
two years ago. Naturally enough, little work 
had been started on the ground, the whole 
of the last two years had been taken up with 
planning. It was expected that projects worth 
about £2m. would start building by next 
spring, and others to the value of more than 
£6m. to start in the following year. Plan- 
ning was absolutely essential. It would be 
disastrous folly if these matters were not 
properly planned, and he did not think there 
could be any criticism of delay in getting on 
with the plans. To take three years in get- 
ting the thing right was better than starting 
wrongly. 


Need to Plan Ahead 


It was important the education authorities 
should not slacken their efforts. For work 
already approved they would have to press 
on with the preparatory stages to get the 
colleges into use at the earliest possible 
dates; any remaining projects which were 
to be fitted into the 1956-61 programme had 
to be approved in principle this year. What 
was more, there had to be some thought 
about the period beginning in 1961. There 
would then be still many areas which should 
have sufficient facilities, but would have 
none or would need to have more than they 
had. The great need was to plan ahead. 

Mr. NIALL MACPHERSON, Under Secretary, 
Scottish office, winding up for the Govern- 
men , elaborated what the Secretary of State 
had said, pointing out that the economic 
measures taken last September made it neces- 
sary to postpone projects which were de- 
signed to replace or improve existing schools, 
unless they were urgent and essential to safe- 
guard health. No cuts or rephasing of the 
building programme was involved. All pro- 
jects brought forward by local authorities 
had been allowed to go forward. 


The cost limit per square foot in new 
schools provided, fixed at £3 6s. five years 
ago, was still being generally achieved, in 
spite of the need to exceed it in remote 
places. Indeed, the average cost, worked 
out at £3 4s. 54d. in 1956-57. That was not 
because of parsimony or reduction in stan- 
dards. It was because authorities were grow- 
ing more skilful, contractors were more com- 
petitive in their tenders, and all concerned 
were playing their part. :

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He was sharply critical of the.Secretary of 
State, who, he contended, had appointed 
someone to rule on a decision which he had 
already arrived at. 

Mr. Mactay denied that he had reached 
any decision.

He had not formed any judg- 
ment on the matter, which would be the 
subject of the latest inquiry, and it would 
be wrong of him to do so. 


Bridge Building Consortium 


THE Minister of Transport announced 

in the Commons on July 29 that a 
consortium of three major steel bridge 
building firms* has been created for the 
sole purpose of building the Forth and 
Severn bridges, which were practically 
identical in structure. 

He said that the reason for the establish- 
ment of this special organisation was the 
magnitude and original character of the 
work. 

Mr. GRESHAM COOKE had asked Mr. Wat- 
kinson what were the technical considera- 
tions which would lead to greater efficiency 
and economy being achieved if the con- 
struction of the Severn Bridge was properly 
phased with the Forth project, and what 
other bridge schemes could be included in 
this combined operation. 

Mr. WATKINSON, in a written reply, 
pointed out that much of the work, such as 
the erection of the towers, the spinning of 
cables and the clamping and wrapping of 
the cables, was highly specialised. This re- 
quired the training of skilled men in teams, 
and the use of expensive and specialised 
plant. It was essential that those teams and 
plant should be kept intact and transferred 
= at the appropriate times from their opera- 
tions on one bridge to the same operations 
on another. 

These considerations applied only to the 
building of large span suspension bridges. 
No other such bridge of similar magnitude 
was contemplated in the existing road 
programme. 


Trawsfynydd to have Nuclear 
Power Station 


THE Minister of Power, after consulting 

the Minister of Housing and Local 
» Government, has decided to give his con- 
sent to the construction of a nuclear power 
station at Trawsfynydd, in the Snowdon 
National Park. 

This was announced by Mr. MAUDLING, 
Paymaster-General, in a written reply on 
July 31. 

A public inquiry into the proposal was 
held at Trawsfynydd in February, and in 
May the Central Electricity Generating 
Board submitted a memorandum to the 
Minister of Power explaining the extent 
and nature of: their search for sites in North 
Wales. 

The board had stated at the inquiry that 
the site at Trawsfynydd was, with one ex- 
ception, which was suitable for a larger 
Station which they hoped to build in the 
future, the only one which met the exacting 
Tequirements for a nuclear power station.

The Ministry of Power, in a statement 
announcing the Minister’s decision, says that 
both Ministers had taken into account that 
the site originally investigated at Llandwrog 
had to be rejected because the foundation 
conditions proved unsuitable for a nuclear 
power station, and they were satisfied that 
no other inland site in the region, and no 
site on the coast east of the Menai Straits, 
could satisfy certain specified conditions. 

Sites in Anglesey and Caernarvonshire 
would have involved longer transmission 
lines. 

The station, the statement points out, will 
not be unduly conspicuous or out of scale 
with its surroundings. It will not be pos- 
sible to see it at all from the greater part 
of the National Park, and as for the area 
from which it can be seen, it should be 
possible with good design and careful atten- 
tion to the landscape, to construct the station 
without gravely impairing the natural beauty 
of the park. The Generating Board will 
employ a landscape consultant for this pur- 
pose and will, as in the case of all power 
stations, consult the local planning authority 
and the Royal Fine Art Commission before 
finally settling the layout and design of the 
buildings. 


New Policy on the Distribution 
of Industry 


LL industrial building projects which 
exceed 5,000 sq. ft. in places in 
England, Wales and Scotland where there is 
low unemployment will in future require an 
industrial development certificate from the 
Board of Trade, and such certificates will 
normally be refused, even though the 
necessary labour to man the project could 
be obtained locally. 
This is part of the ‘ get tough’ policy of 
the department, anraounced by Sir Davip 


Eccies in the Commons on July 30, when 
dealing with the Government’s plans to re- 
lieve congestion of industry in some parts 
of the country and promote its expansion in 
others. 

In future, he said, he proposed to examine 
all such applications, both for new buildings 
and for extensions, even more critically than 
in the past, and to extend the practice at 
present applied in the Greater London and 
Greater Birmingham areas to other parts of 
the country where unemployment was low. 
He recognised that this might mean refusal 
to allow a project to go forward in some 
particular place, although the labour could 
be found. There were other places where 
the need for new industry was much greater, 
and it was those he hoped would benefit 
from the decision. 

Moreover, he realised that the location of 
a new development in one of those places 
might result in a firm having to bear in- 
creased costs both in building the new fac- 
tory, and in relation to the movement of 
its plant or its key workers, or in the market- 
ing of its products, problems which the 
recently enacted Distribution of Industry 
(Industrial Finance) Act was designed to 
meet. 

Under the new Act, Government grants 
or loans will no longer be restricted to 
assisting industry in scheduled development 
areas, but will be given to projects that pro- 
vided employment where the Government 
thought it necessary, and it will be available 
for non-industrial as well as industrial 
development. 

The significance of the Government’s new 
policy for developments in South Wales was 
commented on by members of all parties 
during a debate on Welsh affairs on the 
following day. 

Mr. BROOKE, in his capacity as Minister 
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for Welsh Affairs, replying to the discussion, 
promised that the Government would pursue 
this new policy, in its positive and negative 
aspects, with vigour and resolution. How- 
ever, he pointed out that the Government 
could no more direct industry where to go 
than they would wish to direct labour in 
peacctime. 

He related the policy to the proposal for 
a new steel strip mill, which Welsh members 
are as anxious should be sited in South 
Wales, as Scottish members are that Scotland 
should have prior claim. If, he said, the 
Government were to accept the argument 
that industrial development certificates must 
not be given to new industrial developments 
where there was hardly any unemployment 
that would debar the strip mill from being 
put near Newport, which was where the 
company wanted to place it. The proposal 
for siting it at Kidwelly would sterilise about 
200 million tons of coal. 


Standards of Thermal Insulation 
for Industrial Buildings 
A STANDARD of insulation against the 
loss of heat from the roofs of new 
industrial buildings or extensions started on 
or after January 1 next has been prescribed 
by the Minister of Power in regulations— 
The Thermal Insulation (Industrial Build- 
ings) Regulations, which were presented on 
July 31—issued under the Thermal Insula- 
tion (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957. 

Some classes of buildings are exempt. 

The standard of insulation has been 
chosen as that which, over industry as a 
whole, will secure worth-while fuel savings 
at reasonable cost. It could readily be 
achieved using materials and constructions 
widely available. In the case of most new 
industrial buildings it is generally accepted 
that the additional cost of insulation is off- 
set in three or four years by savings in fuel 
costs alone, and on those grounds it might 
well be more profitable in some buildings 
to aim at a better standard of insulation 
than that prescribed. 

The regulations alse specify the kinds of 
materials which, if used to a substantial 
extent to achieve the standard of insulation, 
must either conform to a prescribed stand- 
ard of resistance to the spread of flame or 
be used in such a way that they did not 
add to the risk of fire. 

These materials include cork, cotton, eel- 
grass, fibre, flax, grain husks, jute, paper, 

‘straw, wood and other cellulosic materials; 
hair, wool and other animal fibres; rubber; 
bitumen, coal-tar, coal-tar distillates, pitch; 
blends of any of those distillates, and blends 
of pitch and any of those distillates and 
natural and synthetic plastics. 

The standard of resistance is prescribed 
as being such to ensure that where a mate- 
rial has been tested in accordance with the 
surface spread of flame test set out in 
British Standard 476: Part 1: 1953, it would 
as a result of such test be classified as 
Class 1, ‘surfaces of a very low flame 
spread,’ in accordance with that British 
Standard. 

Boiler-houses, buildings or extensiens of 
buildings the heating of which is provided 
solely by any manufacturing or cleansing 
process carried on therein, and unheated 
buildings are those which the Minister has 
exempted from the requirement to conforin 
to the prescribed standard of insulation. 


Patent Office and Science Library 
Building on South Bank 


ISCOUNT HAILSHAM, Lord President 
of the Council, in a written reply in 
the House of Lords on July 30 about the 
plans for the Science Centre and the recon- 
struction of the Patent Office; said that the 
Ministry of Works were negotiating with 
the LCC for the lease of the site on the 
South Bank which was designated under the 
Science Centre scheme for the Patent Office, 
and it was intended to start building there 
within the next five years. As originally 
proposed, this building would be designed 
to accommodate, in addition to the Patent 
Office, a new National Reference Library 
of Science and Invention, built up from the 
existing Patent Office Library. The Govern- 
ment believed that that would make an im- 
portant contribution to the spread of scien- 
tific and technical knowledge in the future. 
It was originally intended that accom- 
modation for the scientific learned societies 
now housed in Burlington House and else- 
where, together with other scientific bodies, 
should be provided on a site adjoining that 
which was now being leased, the whole 
forming a Science Centre. A further review 
of that scheme had now been carried out, 
and this had shown that the needs of the 
Royal Society, and of the other scientific 
learned societies in Burlington House, could 
for some time to come be met more satisfac- 
torily in that neighbourhood. Discussions 
were proceeding between the Ministry of 
Works and the learned societies. The 
Government had, therefore, decided that 
they would not be justified in proceeding 
with the Science Centre scheme in its 
original form. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Future Road Construction 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Transport in view of the increasing traffic 
congestion in the approaches to many cities 
in Great Britain, if he would authorise the 
construction of overhead roadways above 
the existing main line railway lines with the 
necessary fly-overs, etc.. to avoid the greater 
expense which may be necessary in the 
future if some such provision was not 
shortly made. 

Mr. WATKINSON. in a written reply on 
July 25, stated—When proposals for new 
or improved roads are examined, the possi- 
bility of building over existing railways is 
taken into consideration. So far, other 
methods have proved to be more practic- 
able, but I will continue to keep the idea 
in mind when looking at future road 
schemes. 


Advice on Tree Planting 


An illustrated booklet suggesting ways in 
which the appearance of towns could be im- 
proved by tree planting, and advising on 
the choice of species, is to be published by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment in the autumn. 

Announcing this in the Commons on 
July 29, Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment added: I am glad to say there is 
evidence that local authorities generally are 
becoming increasingly aware of the im- 
portance of trees to the amenities of both 
town and country, and I have ne doubt 
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that the circular played its part in stimp- 
lating interest. 

The Minister is aware of the fine work 
being done by a number of local author- 
ties, in the north-west and elsewhere, jp 
striving to make industrial ‘areas more 
beautiful. He hopes that more authorities 
will do likewise, and that, besides plenting 
on their own land, they will encourage 
planting on private land of all kinds. 







































































Lake District Housing Pow ers 


Mr. WuireLaw asked the (Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what 
powers had been given to the Lake District 
Planning Board over the erection of private 
dwelling houses in the Lake District 
National Park. He also asked on what 
grounds the Minister had decided not to 
allow the appeals made by Dr. Newall and 
Mr. Horn against the refusal of planning 
permission for the erection of two bung:- 
lows near Lake Ullswater. 

Mr. BEvins, replying on July 29.—The 
Lake District Planning Board have th 
powers of a local planning authority under 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 194], 
to control development, including the erec- 
tion of private houses. 

The bungalows in question were to be 
erected on conspicuous sites in an aréa of 
great natural beauty in a National Park. 
The Minister agreed with the local plan 
ning authority that bungalows here would 
damage the landscape. 























































































































Loan Advances for Purchase 


Mrs. Joyce BUTLER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government what 
action he was proposing to enable local 
authorities to advance 100 per cent. of the 
purchase price to suitable applicants for 
loans for house purchase. 

Mr. BROOKE, replying on July 29: While 
I wish loca] authorities to make full use of 
their powers to lend for house purchase, 
these could only be extended by legislation. 

Mrs. BUTLER said that if the Minister 
could take some action quickly, it would 
greatly assist families under threat of evic- 
tion because of the Rent Act, who were 
trying to buy their own houses, but could 
not raise the 10 per cent. deposit in time. 

Mr. BROOKE said that this suggestion had 
been put to him from a number of quarters, 
and to prove that he had not closed his 
mind on the subject he had raised no ob 
jection to provisions of that character being 
included in the Wallasey Corporation Bill, 
which had been before Parliament. 

Mr. GRAHAM PacE said that facilities for 
the advancing of 100 per cent. to house 
purchasers would be welcomed by Conserva- 
tive members. 

Mr. BROOKE said that he would take note 
of that.

Revised Applications for Hotel 
Development 


AT the meeting of London County 
4% Council on July 15, Mr. R. Vicars 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
yd the Establishment Committees with 
reference to the reply of the chairman of 
the Town Planning Committee to a question 
on October 8, 1957, about a planning appli- 
cation for a large hotel in Park-lane, West- 
minster, if any revised applications for such 
development had been made and, if so, how 
many. He also asked how many notifica- 
tions of any revised applications had been 
gnt by the Council to owners or occupiers 
of adjoining premises and approximately 
how many units of the Council’s staff were 
engaged in analysing applications and des- 
patching notifications of this nature, includ- 
ing al! correspondence arising therefrom. 

In reply Mr. R. EpMonps said that since 
the original application for a large hotel 
was ‘called in’ by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on August 7, 1957, 
and refused by him on May 13, 1958, on 
the ground that he could not agree to a 
building of the size proposed on so com- 
paratively small a site, two revised applica- 
tions for hotel development had been 
received and were under consideration. 
Approximately 400 of the Council’s staff 
were employed in work connected with 
these. 

The question whether development pro- 
posals shall be notified to owners and 
occupiers of adjoining premises under rule 
3 of the Town Planning Committee was 
only one of many which had to be con- 
sidered by the development control staff in 
the Architect’s Department in dealing with a 
town planning application and no staff were 
employed solely on this work. It was not 
practicable, therefore, without considerable 
research, to calculate the time spent on this 
part of the work in terms of staff units. 

In the case of high building proposals, the 
work of notifying owners and occupiers of 
properties in the immediate neighbourhood 
involved substantial staff time but, for the 
Teasons mentioned, it was impracticable to 
say what proportion of the notifications 

s sent out for development proposals gener- 


ally was taken up by those for high build- 
ings, 


Shakespeare Memorial National 
Theatre Site 


Mr. H. H. SeBaG-MONTEFIORE asked the 
chairman of the General Purposes and the 
Town Planning Committees if an applica- 
tion had been received from the trustees of 


the Shakespeare Memorial National 
Theatre for permission to erect a theatre to 
hold an audience of about 1,250 people on 
the Scuth Bank near the County Hall and 
was he aware that the foundation stone was 
laid as long ago as July 13, 1951. He also 
asked if this stone was subsequently moved 
and if in view of the many years that had 
5 clapsed and the various changes of site 

which had occurred since the National 
Theatre Act received the Royal Assent in 
1949, would the Council assist by promot- 
ing legislation (if required) to permit the 
erection of the theatre on the riverside as 
Proposed by the trustees? 


Replying to the questions by arrangement 
with the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee, Mr. D. Forp, said that as indi- 
cated in reply to a question on October 8, 
1957, the Council had agreed in principle 
as long ago as 1945 to provide the National 
Theatre with a site on the South Bank. 
Later the trustees were advised by their 
architect that a rather larger site would be 
needed. On July 3, 1951, approval was 
given to a suitable site next to Waterloo 
Bridge. The earmarking of the leasing of 
a definite site at this stage was considered 
desirable because the trustees had arranged 
for a token foundation stone to be laid dur- 
ing the Festival of Britain. 

Subsequent consideration by the 
trustees’ architect, the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission and the Council showed that the 
substitution of a site next to the County 
Hall would offer considerable advantages. 

The Council had throughout co-operated 
with the trustees and given them every pos- 
sible assistance. An application for outline 
planning approval for a National Theatre 
on this site had now been received and con- 
sidered. The upper part of the building 
would project on columns over a small part 
of the riverside land which had been dedi- 
cated as public open space. To that extent 
the proposal would involve legislation as to 
the promotion of which the officers had 


been instructed to report after the summer 
recess. 


Kingsway Tramway Tunnel 


IN REPLY to a question by Lord Faringdon, 
Mr. R. EpMonps stated that the owner- 
ship of the former Kingsway Tramway 
Tunnel was vested in the London Pas- 
senger Transport Board (now the London 
Transport Executive) when the tramway 
undertaking was transferred to that body. 
It was understood that the subway was now 
let for storage purposes. As reported to 
the Council in answer to a question on 
March 17, 1953, schemes for its use for 
traffic purposes were submitted to the 
Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation 
in 1952 but he decided that the cost of the 
most satisfactory scheme was not justified. 

The London and Home Counties Traffic 
Advisory Committee had now had under 
consideration alternative schemes prepared 
by the Divisional Road Engineer of the 
Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation 
as to the use of the southern part of the 
subway. His report suggested that this part 
of the subway could be used in two ways: 
Scheme 1. As a _ two-lane south-north 
underpass of the Strand for light traffic 
only (12ft. 6in. headroom). The Divisional 
Road Engineer’s tentative estimate for this 
was about £400,000 plus the cost of taking 
over the subway. Scheme 2. As a dual 
route for south-north traffic. By taking 
advantage of the depth of the subway, a 
two-level arrangement was practicable, the 
top level being as in scheme 1 and the 
bottom level providing in addition an all 
traffic route (16ft. 6in. headroom) between 
the Embankment and Kingsway (The Stoll). 
The preliminary estimate for works for this 
scheme was £650,000. 

The proposals had been considered by the 
Redevelopment and Road Improvements 
Sub-Committee of the Town Planning 
Committee who were recommending that an 
underpass with height and other limitations 
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should be considered if the scheme could 
be shown to be justified when final estimates 
of cost and savings to traffic were available. 

When these estimates had been con- 
sidered by the Committee, Mr. Edmonds 
said he would be pleased to discuss the 
matter with the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation. 

‘STOP DISFIGURATION OF 
TOWNS’ SAYS ARCHITECT 
Lighting Cable Application Opposed 

Mr. BRUCE THOMPSON, architect to Work- 
sop Rural Council, successfully opposed an 
application by Worksop Borough Council 
to fix an electricity cable across his office 
building in Bridge-street, at Worksop, on 
July 9. 

Mr. JOHN WHATELY, Deputy Town Clerk, 
said the Council as a part of their street 
lighting improvement scheme, had decided 
to do away with lamp standards in Bridge- 
Street, and use facade lighting instead. There 
had been 43 consents given in the case of 
lanterns, and 18 out of 19 consents to the 
fixing of cables on buildings. Mr. Thompson 
was the sole objector. 

A letter written by Mr. Thompson to the 
Town Clerk was read by Mr. Whately. It 
said: ‘By smothering the countryside with 
networks of overhead wires and by the poor 
design of street lamp standards the electricity 
authorities have done more to disfigure 
towns, villages and the countryside generally 
than any other body in English history. 

‘It is high time this disfiguration was 
stopped. The only remaining facades in the 
main street of Worksop which have archi- 
tectural character are those between New- 
castle-avenue and Newgate-street. The pro- 
posal to festoon those old facades with 
cables and fixed reflecting street lights . . . is 
unworthy of your council.’ 

Mr. CHARLES ALLSOP, the Borough 
Engineer, said it was supposed to be more 
efficient to have lighting of this nature. If 
consent were refused there would have to 
be an additional time switch and a new con- 
nection from the main costing £8 14s. 

The magistrates said the application would 
be refused, and the chairman, Mr. A. C. 
SLATER, said, ‘We do not consider that Mr. 
Thompson’s consent has been unreasonably 


withheld.’

LAW REPOKT 


Damages Awarded Against 
Architect for Failure to Report 
Structural Defects 


Queen’s Bench Division, Before Mr. Justice 
Barry. Moss v. Heckingbottom. 


ME. JUSTICE BARRY, in the Queen’s 

Bench Division on July 31, awarded 
damages against an architect who he held 
had failed to carry out his obligation to re- 
port structural defects and deficiencies in 
the services of a property which a client 
intended to purchase. 

The action was by Mr. Stanley Moss, 
farmer and former estate agent, of Flam- 
stead Farm, Ashley Green, Chesham, Bucks, 
who claimed damages for breach of con- 
tract against Mr. Frank Heckingbottom, 
ARIBA. 

Defendant denied the alleged breach and 
counterclaimed. fees for work done for 
plaintiff. 

Giving judgment, His Lorpsuip said that 
in 1952 Mr. Moss bought Flamstead Farm 
for £31,500. The purchase was completed 
and he obtained possession of the whole of 
the property, except for one cottage, on 
September 29, 1952. 

Mr. Moss’s case was that before he con- 
tracted to buy, he instructed Mr. Hecking- 
bottom to make a survey of the dwelling 
house, stabling, garages and other buildings. 
He said Mr. Heckingbottom made a survey, 
but failed to discover or bring to his notice 
defects affecting the value of the property. 

He claimed the difference between what 
he paid and the property’s value if the de- 
fects had been reported, as damages for 
defendant’s breach of contract in failing 
to make a reasonably careful and skilful 
survey and report. 

Mr. Heckingbottom denied that he was 
ever asked or agreed to make a structural 
survey of the premises, stating that his only 
instructions were to prepare plans for pro- 
posed alterations. He agreed that he under- 
took to examine the drainage system of the 
house, on which, he asserted, he made a 
proper and careful report. He disclaimed all 
responsibility for any defects. 


} The Structural Survey 


His Lordship said that he was forced to 
the conclusion that Mr. Moss requested Mr. 
Heckingbottom to make a structural survey 
of the house and outbuildings and to test 
and survey all services and equipment. He 
was also satisfied that Mr. Moss obtained a 
favourable report on these matters from Mr. 
Heckingbottom before he signed the con- 
tract on July 8, 1952, and that without such 
a report he would not have committed him- 
self to the bargain. 

Mr. Heckingbottom’s contract required 
him to report such structural defects or 
deficiencies in services as a competent and 
careful architect would normally draw to the 
attention of his client. With the exception 
of the drains he had failed to carry out these 
obligations. 

His Lordship said the defects found after 
Mr. Moss went to live at the house included 
defects in the roofs, drainage system, elec- 
trical wiring, stucco and brickwork, windows 
and doors, and furniture beetle in roof 
timbers, floorboards and joists. 

Mr. Moss was entitled to recover £2,000, 
which his Lordship assessed as the difference 


between the market value of the property in 
good structural repair and the value it 
would have had if it were known that it 
suffered from the structural .defects which 
Mr. Heckingbottom ought to have re- 
ported. To this he added £250 as compen- 
sation for Mr. Moss’s inconvenience. 

From this award he deducted £668 3s. due 
to Mr. Heckingbottom for professional fees 
for other work carried out at the farm. 

Accordingly, judgment was entered for 
Mr. Moss for £1,581 17s. with interest at 
5 per cent. from October, 1952.. He was 
also awarded the costs of the action, less 
£35. 


A SUCCESSFUL 
FOREMANSHIP COURSE 


Ewell Technical College’s 
Venture 


From a Correspondent 


Some three years ago, Ewell County Tech- 
nical College was the pioneer for establish- 
ing Residential Foremanship courses. Since 
that time, these courses have been extended 
from a week-end to a week. 

At the most recent course, held in the 
pleasant surroundings of the College, from 
July 7 to 11, 22 foremen, who between them 
were controlling £54m. worth of building 
work, enjoyed lectures, demonstrations and 
discussions. 

The course got off to an excellent start. 
The Principal, Mr. T. A. Buchanan, wel- 
comed Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, FIOB, 
who opened the course. MR. PARISH gave a 
skilful review of the general economic life 
of the country and indicated differences 
between work here and in the USA in a clear 
and concise manner. He presented what he 
considered to be the key to managerial 
success and emphasised that all involved 
must possess the confidence to accept 
responsibility on whatever project they were 
engaged. 

In thanking Mr. Woodbine Parish for his 
excellent address, Mr. HorroBin, Head of 
the Department of Building and Surveying, 
paid tribute to its content and the way it was 
applicable to the general life of the foremen. 

One of the outstanding memories of the 
course was the Mock Disputes Commission 
arranged through the kind co-operation otf 
Mr. R. E. Stenning, Secretary of the LMBA, 
and Mr. E. L. Jones, MBE, of the NFBTO. 
A panel of 15 re-enacted an actual case, and 
the foremen and staff of the College were 
treated to a series of deliberations which re- 
vealed stubborness, humour, goodwill and a 
large amount of tact.

CLEARLY’ PLEA 


Councils May Act 


A STRENGTHENING of the law t 
ensure that all domestic and other pro. 
perties are properly and clearly numberej 
may be sought by the local authority assogija. 
tions, a municipal correspondent writes. This 
is being considered ‘ very seriously ’ in muni. 
cipal circles following complaints from many 
trade and other organisations that time, fuel 
and money is wasted because houses ap 
badly numbered or not numbered at all, 

The British Medical Association and othe 
medical authorities are also supporting dog. 
tors in their drive to make householder 
more number conscious. 

Recently Croydon chamber of commer: 
asked the local council to require all pro. 
perties to be numbered ‘in such a manne 
as to be visible at all times from the public 
highway.’ And they also requested that th 
method of numbering should be unifom 
But, as the council was forced to point out 
local authorities have at present insufficien 
legal powers to enable them to order house 
holders about in this way. These are limited 
to the right to require the numbering or re. 
numbering of houses and other premise 
“where necessary.” 

Generally speaking, the number in figure 
must be at least two inches in length and 
must be affixed or painted in a clear and 
legible manner upon the outside of the door 
or front gate of the premises. 

If councils do decide to seek amending 
legislation it is likely they will aim at te 
quiring all numbers to be affixed to gate 
so that they can be seen from the highway 
and are not covered up in sunny weather by 
door-blinds.

The Building Research Programme 
ore Extensive Study of Management Problems Proposed 


MORE extensive study of the prob- 
lems of management in the building 
dustry is proposed by the Building 
Research Board in their programme for 
he next five year period 1959-64. This 
announced in the Board’s Annual 
Report for 1957, published on July 18 

MSO, price 5s. 6d.). 

The Building Research Station has 
already investigated some topics within 
this broad field, notably programming 
and site organisation. Yet much remains 
to be done, especially in the building 
industrv—with its unusual structure, 
shifting labour force and out-of-doors 
operation. 

The Board also deals with the réle of 
the Building Research Station. As the 
only organisation covering the problems 
of building as a whole, the station is in a 
unique position to make an overall assess- 
ment of practical problems and to give 
comprehensive and independent advice. 

‘This independence and ability would 
be rapidly sapped if the Station stopped 
work in any part of the field, states the 
report. ‘Through losing the “feel,” it 
would soon lose the faculty of assessing 
the relevance and applicability in par- 
ticular contexts of research done else- 
where and would descend to the position 
of a mere purveyor of second-hand 
information.” This view underlies the 
proposals made by the Board for the 
Station’s work in 1959-64. 

The Board’s proposals will be con- 
sidered by the Council for Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 


Director’s Report 


Research undertaken during 1957 is 
reviewed in the report of the Director 
(Dr. F. M. Lea, CBE) and includes: 

Partial Prefabrication—A detailed study 
of methods of house-building using large 
factory-made components reveals that partial 
prefabrication of this sort is not necessarily 
economical. The odd jobs of filling in, cover- 
ing joints and finishing, which still have to 
be done on the site, may offset any expected 
savings. To be successful, factory-made com- 
ponents should eliminate rather than reduce 
the need for traditional components and 
trade operations. 

Packed Bricks.—Under the stimulus of the 
Station’s work on the packaging of bricks, 
the use of this method is now steadily in- 
creasing. Brickmakers are now delivering 
over 250,000 bricks in packs each week. All 
stages of handling are much improved—with 
increased speed, reduced labour costs and 
less damage. 

Incentive Schemes.—Incentive schemes 
have caused much controversy in the build- 
ing industry. The Station has therefore 
studied their operation in practice to find out 
what affects their success and to what extent 
they can be efficiently employed in building. 
It has been found that the most important 
factor is the way in which it is administered. 
If an incentive scheme is to be of maximum 
value it should be developed as part of the 
whole organisational structure of the firm. 
It can then aid planning and estimating while 


being itself under continuous review so that 
bonus payments are kept at an equitable 
level. 

Preplanning—An important preliminary 
to the actual construction of a building is 
the preparation of a detailed plan or pro- 
gramme of site work. In assisting the archi- 
tects and the contractor for a secondary 
modern school in drawing up such a pro- 
gramme, the Station found that building 
time could be halved. 

Lightweight Concrete——The use of light- 
weight concrete for the construction of load- 
bearing reinforced concrete beams and slabs 
can save much in weight. Though the cur- 
rent Code of Practice for reinforced concrete 
permits its use, it does not give adequate 
guidance to designers. Investigations are 
now going on to provide further knowledge 
so that better use may be made of light- 
weight reinforced concrete. 

Roof-top Landing Stages for Helicopters. 
—A preliminary survey has been made of 
the design requirements for roof-top landing 
stages for helicopters. This is important in 
view of the probable future developments 
in helicopter services. 

Soil-Engineering—A study of the pres- 
sures that have to be resisted by tunnel lin- 
ings indicates that considerable economies in 
design are possible. A related investigation 
—on the design and construction of under- 
ground pipelines—is producing information 
which may lead to-increased safety and 
reduced costs. 

New Sizes for Bricks?—In this country, 
the size and shape of the clay brick is gener- 
ally taken for granted. It is clear, however, 
that larger perforated brick units could cost 
less to lay and give better heat insulation. 
The Station has developed suitable patterns, 
and two brick-making firms have now made 
trial batches of a horizontally-perforated 
brick measuring 134 by 8% by 2% inches 
(about three times the volume of the usual 
brick). It has a central hand-hold and is 
grooved to provide a ‘cavity’ effect. Wall 
tests on these are encouraging. 

Floors——Floorings are among the few 
materials in a building that literally wear 
out. A rapid method of testing wear- 
resistance would be valuable, particularly 
for assessing new floor-finishirg: materials; 
but different types of material break down 
in various ways under abrasion. So far, no 
testing machine has been developed to give 
results that correspond to experience of wear 
by foot traffic, but in the hope of being able 
to design such a machine, a study is being 
made of what actually happens between the 
sole of a shoe and the surface of a floor. 

Roof gutters—Roof gutters have to take 
out of harm’s way all the rainwater that 
falls on a roof. Sometimes gutters are in- 
adequate, but until now there has been no 
formula for calculating their size or other 
features of design. The Station has studied 
both the important factors—rainfall charac- 
teristics, and patterns of flow off roof edges 
and in gutters—and is about to publish 
detailed recommendations for designers. 

Factory Design—Financial support from 
the Midland Regional Board for Industry 
has enabled the Station to embark on 
comprehensive studies of factory design 
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problems. They will be co-ordinated in one 
project embracing the use of space, loadings 
imposed by production, storage and move- 
ment, heating, ventilation, lighting, colour, 
and many other aspects. 


Published at the same time as the Annual 
Report, Building Research Station Digest 
No. 112 gives a briefer review of last year’s 
work, with emphasis on immediate problems 
of design and construction. 


BRIXTON SCHOOL OF 
BUILDING 
Courses for 1958-59 Session 


BRIXTON SCHOOL OF BUILDING have 
arranged a number of day and’ evening 
courses for the 1958-59 session. Among 
these is a repeat of the short course of six 
meetings offered for personnel engaged or 
likely to be engaged in carrying out the 
duties of a safety officer on a building site. 
These will be held on Friday afternoons 
from 2.30-4.30 p.m., commencing on 
October 31. Fee for the course is £1. 

A 12-week course on ‘Colour and 
Design’ will commence on September 26, 
at 6.30 p.m. These have been specially 
arranged to deal with the particular prob- 
lems of the painter and decorator and to 
stimulate and suggest ideas in the use of 
colour in decoration. 

The fee payable for students ‘resident in 
London or who are employed by firms hav- 
ing their headquarters in London is 17s. 6d- 
for the course. 

Short courses in Spray Painting, each of 
12 weeks’ duration and requiring an attend- 
ance of two evenings each week, will be 
held during the session. The courses are 
in two grades, elementary and intermediate, 
and are intended for craftsmen with adequate 
general painting experience who wish to 
broaden their knowledge and skill in this 
branch of the painting and decorating trade. 
Students who have already taken the ele- 
mentary course may proceed to the inter- 
mediate course, subject to satisfactory pro- 
gress being made. Days and times of classes 
are: Elementary Grade: Mons. and Tues., 
6.30-8.30 p.m.; Intermediate Grade, Mons. 
and Tues., 6.30-8.30 p.m. 

Fee for course is 17s. 6d. for students 
resident within the LCC area. 


Foremanship Courses 


A series of 10 lectures on subjects of 
special interest to painters and decorators 
will be held each Monday evening com- 
mencing October 6 and closing on Decem- 
ber 8. Each lecture will be given by a 
specialist lecturer on the subject and will 
be followed by open discussion. 

Among the subjects to be dealt with will 
be management for painters and decorators, 
production and planning, building regula- 
tions, new materials and methods, pricing 
and estimating, colour, industrial painting, 
and the series will close with an open forum. 
Fee for the course is £1. 

Special evening courses in painting and 
decorating have also been arranged. These 
are intended for craftsmen who have either 
completed the City and Guilds course or 
been employed in the trade for a number 
of years and wish to specialise in this type 
of work. The courses are for one session 
(September-May) and begin in the week 
commencing September 22. Fee £2.

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WHITHER THE

IN an address at the last annual general 

meeting of the Essex, Cambridge- 
shire and Hertfordshire Society of Archi- 
tects the Editor of The Builder, a privi- 
leged commentator on the building scene. 
discussed* the future role of the architect. 
A deterioration of the architect’s position 
in the building hierarchy was discerned. 
The logical conclusion deriving from this 
premiss is that the prestige of another 
member or members of the collective 
body which constitutes the building 
industry is being enhanced. It is sug- 
gested that this is not the result of 
fratricidal conflict but the operation of 
inexorable economic law in a free 
economy and adaptation to an increas- 
ingly complex, technical situation. 

In a less complicated age when the 
designer embodied in himself all the skills 
required his primacy was unchallenged, 
and still is, where building is confined to 
traditional methods. Beyond thit point 
it is. generally conceded that the architect, 
unless exceptionally endowed, is depen- 
dent on the surveyor, engineer and 
specialists before arriving at the position 
when a proposed large operation can be 
priced. The architect then is not an 
‘entity but, in effect, an assemblage of ex- 
perts isolated from the builder. 


Integration 


It is this proscription of the builder 
from the team which gives impetus to 
certain larger contractors to form their 
own teams and offer a packaged deal. 
Moreover, Outside observers are not 
reluctant in criticising the separation of 
the designing and executive sides of the 
industry leading, it is declared, to in- 
efficiency. The ultimate integration of 
the builder with the rest of the team is 
their proclaimed objective, making it 
comparable with other constructional 
procedures. 

Protagonists for amendmént are not 
confined to those outside the industry, as 
witness the familiar conclusion of Walter 
Gropius, that the architect of the future 
will be forced by the trend of events to 
draw closer once more to building pro- 
‘duction. Perhaps less familiar, but 
equally sapient, is the comment made by 
Mr. D. H. McMorran, ARA, FRIBA, in a 
recent letter to the Manchester Guardian 
that ‘ over-emphasis on acadernic training, 
too often under tutors with little or no 
experience in building, is making archi- 
tecture a sulky handmaid to engineering 
and contracting.” Professor Robert H. 
Matthew informed us quite recently 
that the architect has already, in fact, 
come down from his pedestal into the 
market place—an echo surely of Ruskin 
in the tranquillity of the nineteenth 
century counselling the architect to work 
in the mason’s yard. 


The transforming process is advancing. 
One development is the multi-service 
architect’s office, prepared for total 
design. It comprises a small army of 
liceused architects and registered struc-

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tural engineers, heating and ventilating, 
electrical and acoustical specialists, 
economists, real-estate advisers, business 
getters and a customer relations expert. 
(Fancy the ivory tower casting such a 
shadow!) That is omnicompetence par 
excellence, only surpassed by Professor 
Nervi, architect-cum-engineer-cum-con- 
tractor, and his ‘competition-tender.’ 
Thus on both sides of the Atlantic enter- 
prising firms are prepared to find land, 
design, build, finance, hand over a com- 
pleted structure, and lease it at an 
economic rent. 

Only less ambitious is the ad hoc con- 
sortium of architect, engineer and con- 
tractor, organised to build works of any 
magnitude you like. If it is desired to 
ring the changes the ‘middleman com- 
pany’ for a fee will relieve the client of 
responsibility for preparing plans for a 
building and negotiating with a selected 
contractor to build it. The public 
authority as well as the private enterprise 
sector has been invaded. 

From another direction a cautious 
advance toward recognising the builder 
as an essential rather thar an adventi- 
tious partner is perceptible in the intro- 
duction of the negotiated for the open 
tender and the early collaboration of 
designer and executant. That the exist- 
ing hiatus between design and execution 
is not one of price only is emphasised 
in the following extract from a recent 
newspaper report: 

“Counsel: There was failure in design; 
there was failure in communication in 
design; there was failure in supervision; 
there was failure in respect of construc- 
tion, and all these matters contributed to 
the causation of the damage.’ 


Means and Ends 


What we are concerned with here, job- 
bing and maintenance apart, is the too 
rigid separation of means and ends. The 
end product must possess qualitative 
merit, achieved as expeditiously and 
cheaply as possible. Naturally, to the 
purchaser, its attainment will be of more 
importance, than the interrelation of the 
producers. 

In the development of housing estates 
where the private-enterprise builder offers 
a commodity for sale the architect, in his 
direct employ or specially commissioned, 
has to design to sell at a price which the 
purchaser will pay. In the exercise of 
their vocations planner and fabricator 
must have identity of purpose, and 
neither is atrophied thereby. 

In contrast, in the building of a ‘ one- 
off ’ house under orthodox tendering and 
contract procedures there is a con- 
spicuous separation of functions, with the 
result the would-be house owner does not 
know what he will have to pay until com- 
petitive prices are in. If the lowest price 
exceeds his contemplated outlay, repric- 
ing—again at the expense of competitors 
—and redesigning are involved. At best 
it becomes a non-starter for the builders 
concerned except one and sometimes for 
all, the client in that event being left with

his land and committed to fees. Eye 
if an infrequent occurrence, its happening 
has been attested in the daily press, frog 
time to time. 

Would it not be more appropriate ; 
such a client, reversing the operation 
approached a reputable builder in th 
first instance, stated his requiremeny 
fixed the price he will pay, and buildy 
and architect together get down to th 
problem? The knowledgeable builder y 
the first interview should be able to say 
whether the proposition looks feasibk 
This approach is direct, economical jy 
effort, invested with a customer outlook 
and the design-cost target is set. 

In contrast, the present alternatiy. 
circuitous route not only results in wast 
but, it is submitted, is going the wrong 
way round. Furthermore, there ap 
secondary advantageous  possibilitig 
With a fixed-price contract excluding 
escalator clauses resistance to inflationary 
pressures is encouraged; the client is ley 
likely to change his mind during the pro. 
gress of the work, a tendency that coui{ 
possibly be stimulated by a profit-shzr. 
ing scheme. 














The Fair Price 


But, it may be queried, how do yo 
know if such a client is paying the right 
price? Is he getting value for money! 
What about the architectural merit of the 
design? Well, he is assumed to know 
the work, probity and ability of bot 
architect and builder before approaching 
them in the first place and, presumably, 
he is not void of friendships. Reput- 
tions are not gained spuriously. Ar 
there not competitors in the neighbour 
hood only too anxious to sell their wares 
and skill? Anyhow, he is in no better 
case under the existing dispensation to 
judge qualitative value. The obverse of 
the coin can now be viewed. What is 
to prevent the client hawking the plan 
around and getting a check price? ‘No 
price without another plan substantially 
different,’ is the answer. No _ builder 
could afford to pay his architect col 
laborator’s appropriate fees in aid of his 
competitor’s livelihood. 

It now falls to consider two more 
things; (1) The financial impact. It is 
obvious that, in effect, the client will pay 
the architect’s fee, but at the appropriate 
scale for design only. The overheads of 
the builder for the job and similar jo 
will be reduced, especially if the house 
can be duplicated. A greater degree of 
standardisation of parts and fittings will 
be attainable by virtue of the more inti- 
mate collaboration between architect and 
builder. This ought to be reflected in the 
price. Injection of the element of com- 
petition into the work of the architect 
under this discipline could not fail but 
stimulate him to design to a cost target 
without sacrifice of ‘ firmness, commodity 
and delight.’ ‘We are providing homes 
at prices which are at least 20 per cent. 
below current housing costs, reduced by 
new methods of construction, rapid build- 
ing, and designs evolved by a team of 
architects and technicians,’ declares the 
chairman of a firm of builders at the 
recent inauguration of a private entef- 
prise housing centre near Surbiton.

of a final certificate of completion some 
form of performance contract will have 
to be entered into. The builder has a 
duty in law to perform with care, skill, 
reasonable expedition and faithfulness 
the thing agreed to be done, and a negli- 
gent failure to observe any of these con- 
ditions is a tort as well as a breach of 
contract—the work shall be fit and proper 
for its intended use. The preparation of 
the contract, naturally, is the work of 
the legal profession. 


Developing the Conception 


This simple example of joining forces 
while preserving the independence of the 
partners is indicative of the possibilities 
open (0 co-ordinating special skills in 
those large works requiring architect, 
quantity surveyor, consulting engineers, 
specialists and builder. It is a variant of 
the ‘all-in’ system in the operation of 
which all or most of the designers are in 
the employ of the contractor. 

What is here proposed is a vertical 
integration of independent partners, none 
the amanuensis of the other. The aim is 
the formation of groups specialising in 
the erection of factories, schools, office 
blocks, hotels, housing development, etc., 
supported by sub-contractors of proved 
capacity. Constantly working together, 
a cross-fertilisation of ideas ensues, giv- 
ing birth to rhythmic performance and 
resulting in more work being done in a 
shorter time. Such an assembly of 
diverse skills is unlikely to be matched 
by a non-specialist team under any other 
‘all-in’ offer, good as that may be; and 
it is reasonable to suppose that its pro- 
duct will bear comparison in quality and 
price with that obtainable under a 
negotiated contract. 

Consonant with the parallel trends of 
amalgamation and specialisation it is 
suggested that as much work as possible 
should be sub-contracted. Firms concen- 
trating on one class of work, having a 
steady following of foremen and opera- 
tives, can generally do it cheaper than a 
general contractor. The building partner 
component, working on a performance 
contract, will have every incentive to get 
the standard of workmanship which he 
wants. He must run the financial hazard. 

In this way all partners are freelances, 
at liberty to undertake other work. Com- 
petition is not confined to the executive 
side, and the builder is what he should 


be—a skilled manager, not a gambler on’ 


his overheads and precarious profit, 
tempted to skimp work to keep solvent 
under a free-for-all open tender system 
§ Which does not effectively allow him the 
4 Privilege of a football-team manager to 
pick his team nor control the issue of 
drawings when he requires them. Hav- 
ing direct access to the client he could 
also more effectively resist the overtures 
of the importunate to start work pre- 
maturely. 

The question of the right design and 
the fair price again obtrudes itself. What 
judgments and yardsticks shall measure 
them? Recapitulating, the customer 
must be the adjudicator and name the 
Price he is prepared to pay. The steady 
accumulation of cost data related to their 
Speciality by these teams should enable 
them, on a preliminary investigation, to 


declare whether they are interested in a 
proposition. 

Means for the dissemination of over- 
all or unit costs to prospective customers 
or the community or the amendment of 
professional codes permitting advertising 
is a question to be canvassed. After all, 
the buyer of an oil-tanker knows pretty 
well what the tonnage cost is likely to 
be when he approaches the shipbuilder. 
Unfortunately, this does not obtain in 
the building world, largely, it is submitted, 
because of the disjunction of design and 
construction. 

It may be recalled in this connection 
that an investigation by the Building Re- 
search Station of the cost of flats revealed 
a wide divergence of unit costs, ranging 
from less than 50s. up to 89s. per square 
foot of living space. The effect of design 
was considered. A high ratio of floor 
to wall can reduce costs. The ratios 
ranged between 0.7 to 1 and 1.8 to 1, and 
the floor space for other things than liv- 
ing varied from_9 per cent, to 29 per cent. 
Obviously, differing site conditions would 
explain some of these disparities, but it 
is hard to believe that other contributing 
causes were absent. Indeed, the Cosi 


Research Panel of the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors finds that in 
connection with multi-storey housing 
schemes 80 per cent. of the replies from 
local authorities to a questionnaire distri- 
buted by the panel show that no costs 
limits are calculated before design begins. 


Ascertaining Costs 


Private developers, unlike some local 
authorities, are hardly likely in the 
immediate future to wait until tenders are 
received before they can ascertain the 
cost of and the rents to be charged for a 
particular development. 

Parenthetically, if some change is con- 
sidered expedient, instead of or contem- 
poraneously with the development of 
specialist groups as outlined above, 
specialist contractors could burgeon in 
the same way. Indeed, the professional 
code permitting, there is nothing to pre- 
vent an architect or engineer, endowed 
with all the talents and capital, building 
up and directing a team. There would 
then be no question of the hegemony of 
the architect. Even without departing 
from the existing ethic, it has been hinted 
that, with the surveyor, he could PC the 
lot, and run the whole show. Really, the 
hierarchy is not immutable. In another 
context, political expediency rather than 
economic criteria would determine the 
end. 

It is suggested, however, that where 
applicable as an alternative and appen- 
dage to present methods of awarding 
building contracts for important works, 
the loose alliance of independent prac- 
titioners described above promises to 
give the customer the best deal. It does 
not purport to be perfect, final and uni- 
versally applicable or a panacea for all 
our ills; nor does it portend loss of pres- 
tige, inverted precedence, deterioration 
or deprivation for any of its participants, 
though it presupposes some realignments. 
Its force is centripetal or nothing at all. 

Over half of the country’s building 
work is for Government departments, 
local authorities and other official bodies. 
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Standing orders and apprehensiveness 
over possible collusion militate against 
the adoption of a combined team con- 
tract unless it were open to competition. 
This type of contract would be feasible 
through alternative design and price 
where the magnitude of the proposed 
work warranted it. One such example is 
the Chantier experimental housing com- 
petition at Strasbourg, where the con- 
tract was awarded to the first-prize 
winner. 


The following suggestions are made: 


(1) More work put out to architectural 
competition where the size of the work 
would justify it, the competing teams to 
submit a tender price or, alternatively, 
design to a price as previously discussed. 
If it be objected that this is the negation 
of economy so is the system of obtaining 
prices for ships and aeroplanes, involving 
large capital commitments. 

(2) Most of these bodies in the public 
sector having their own designing staffs, it 
is recognised that teaming-up with them 
would be impossible. Opportunity could 
perhaps be given for alternative design- 
tenders with orthodox tenders being con- 
sidered by an independent assessor for 
selected jobs. 


Whither the builder? Wherever pos- 
sible, stipulating a capitalist economy, it 
is suggested by this investigation that he 
should endeavour to build and sell— 
structures not services. That seals his 
relation with the customer as one between 
buyer and seller of things, and with the 
architect as coadjutor. If it is feared that 
this suggested drive for efficiency will de- 
base architecture, it is worth considering 
that teaming-up, to take only one ex- 
ample, would, most likely, have prevented 
the worst excesses of speculative and 
jerry building. Moreover, all building is 
not monumental in character, and there 
is no suggestion of setting aside present 
practice where it promotes the best end.

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BUILDING SAFETY 


Amendment of the 1948 
Regulations 
Me 


IAIN MACLEOD, Minister of 

Labour and National Service, has 

published statutory draft regulations* 

amending certain regulations in the existing 

Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) Regu- 
lations, 1948. 

The draft regulations are designed to 
secure improved standards of safety in the 
operation - of lifting appliances. They 
relate to lifting appliances which form the 
subject matter of Part IIIA of the Building 
(Safety, Health and Welfare) Regulations, 
1948, and will amend the requirements 
relating to derrick cranes, including rail- 
mounted tower derrick cranes. This latter 
type of crane has been developed since the 
war and is now used in considerable num- 
bers on large construction projects. 

The draft regulations will also impose 
additional requirements affecting the stability 
and use of lifting appliances, the communi- 
cation of audible and visible signals relating 
to the safe loading of lifting appliances, 
and requirements as to the safe working 
loads of cranes with variable operating 
radii. 

In preparing the draft regulations full 
account has been taken of the problems 
which arise from the use of new types of 
lifting appliances, and the amending regula- 
tions now proposed have been the subject 
of consultation with organisations interested 
in the building and civil engineering 
industries. The regulations are to be made 
under section 60 of the Factories Act, 1937: 
the execution of the Factories Acts and of 
the regulations made under them is the 
responsibility of HM _ Inspectors. of 
Factories. 

The publication of the statutory draft 
provides an opportunity for organisations 
and individuals concerned to consider the 
requirements and to raise any points they 
may have with the Ministry. Represen- 
tations should be addressed to the Secretary, 
Ministry of Labour and National Service, 
8, St. James’s-square, SW1, and must be 
received not later than August 22 next. 


Builders Pledge Support

Week, which will be held from September 29 
to October 6, is the theme of a publication 
issued on July 17 by the Southern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
and distributed to all members and local

WORCESTERSHIRE’S PLANNING OFFICER, 
Mr. H. M. Watson, is drawing up a report 
with a view to reopening overspill negotia- 
tions with Birmingham. The County Council 
is being told that unless it takes the lead, 
it may be placed in the position of having 


to face an unsuitable proposal from some- 
where else. 


In Birmingham, the chairman of the 
General Purposes Committee, ALp. H. 
WATTON, said: ‘If. the talks lead to action, 
then Birmingham welcomes them; but in the 
past there has been too much talking for 
the sake of talking—-and it has not been 
Birmingham’s fault. We will talk to any- 
one—anywhere. 


Since 1952, he went on, Birmingham had 
got ‘practically nowhere.’ There was an 
agreed programme for 770 houses this year 
from Staffordshire, but in the first five 


months of the year only 120 houses became 
available. 


Referring to the Minister of Housing’s de- 
cision not to allow Manchester to build a 
new overspill town at Lymm, Cheshire, Ald. 
Watton said: ‘ This is a little disappointing. 


The decision makes it more essential than‘ 


ever that Birmingham’s limited boundary 
extension should be seriously considered— 
and I trust supported.’

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NEWS IN BRIEF 
Building Strike Ends 


[HE strike of 1,200 building workers at 

the Shell Petroleum Co.’s new London 
headquarters site on the South Bank ended 
on August 1, except for about 60 steel fixers 
who resumed work on Tuesday (August 5). 
The dispute, as reported in our last issue, 
concerned the appointment of a safety 
officer by the contractors, Sir Robert Mc- 
Alpine and Sons, Ltd. 

At a meeting the men voted by a majority 
of 21 (205 to 184) to return to work and 
accept the report of the Civil Engineering 
Construction Conciliation Board, who had 
described the stoppage as ‘ unconstitutional ’ 
and without justification. The conciliation 
board have offered to meet both parties over 
the appointment of a safety officer, and have 
said they will convene a meeting as soon as 
possible after the inquest on the foreman, 
which was to ‘be held on Wednesday. 


Shift Increase for Watchmen 


The National Joint Council for the Build- 
ing Industry have amended the relevant sec- 
tions of National Working Rule 1 (f) by 
increasing by 6d. the rates per shift 
prescribed for watchmen. The new rates, 
which were effective on and from July 28, 
1958, are as follows: London and Liverpool, 
26s.; provinces, 24s. 9d.

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NEW OXFORD PLAN 


Redevelopment of St. Ebbe’s Area 


A NEW PLAN for redeveloping St. Ebbe’s 
which will fit in with any relief road which 
may be built, has been produced by Oxford 
City Council. It accepts that St. Ebbe’s, 
where many slum houses have already been 
demolished, cannot be left to decay while 
the roads controversy is being resolved. 
The new plan replaces two alternative plans 
drawn up three years ago. 

It provides a new main road linking the 
south and any southern relief road to the 
railway station and the west of Oxford— 
and it will also provide a quick route on 
to part of the ring of outer by-passes now 
being completed after a 20-year gap. The 
new St. Ebbe’s will mix houses, shops, 
offices and a few depéts. It will provide a 
new river promenade, west of Folly Bridge, 
arranged for swimming and boating, where 
until now there has only been a towpath 
with a prospect of dustbins, washing and, 
until recently, the gasworks, 

Near the siver front will stand an 11- 
storey block of flats. There will also be 
two-storey and three-storey houses and 
several six-storey blocks of flats and a 
street of shops with flats above. It is 
planned to house 2,000 people in the new 
St. Ebbe’s, the same number as the old, as 
well as to make room for offices, shops, 
schools, public buildings and car parks. 

Paradise-square, one of the surviving 
residential squares in Oxford, would be 
preserved, as would be four terraces which 
form the square, St. Ebbe’s-street, an old 
but prosperous shopping centre, and Little- 
gate-street, another ancient city thorough- 
fare. 

The main through road, a dual carriage- 
way, will start in St. Aldate’s, opposite 
Christ Church Memorial Gardens. After 
sweeping round to the west it turns north 
to join New-road.

INSTITUTION LISTS 


Manufacturers Licensed to Use 
Certification Mark 


NeaRLY 1,500 manufacturers licensed to 
use the British Standards Institution’s ‘ Kite- 
mark’ on their products are included in two 
lists just published by the Institution. Indus- 
trial goods and consumer goods are 
separated into List ‘ A,’ and ‘ B’ respectively. 

The 118 standards listed in the former 
affect a wide range of goods supplied by one 
section of industry to others; they include 
building and electrical materials and com- 
ponents, personal safety equipment, various 
cyele and automobile accessories, etc. A 
useful index is also included. 

In List ‘B’ on consumer goods, more 
than 200 firms are listed as licensees under 
BS 1960, whose five parts prescribe rigorous 
performance tests to establish the durability 
of all types of domestic furniture; while 
some 150 manufacturers are licensed under 
BS 1877 for domestic bedding.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


CHINESE REPUBLIC. — Work is to 
begin soon on a University and engineering 
college in Nanning, capital of Kwangsi Pro- 
vince. The college will include a depart- 
ment of civil engineering and will train 
technical staff for the development of the 
region. 

What is described as a ‘giant petroleum 
city’ is being constructed, to house 80,000 
people employed in developing the oil shale 
deposits of the Liuchow peninsula opposite 
Hainan in Mowming county. Industrial 
construction will include a dry distilling oil 
refinery to produce 1,000,000 tons of 
petroleum per year, an ammonium sulphate 
factory with an annual capacity of 100,000 
tons, a thermal power station of several 
hundred thousand kilowatts, water purifying 
plant, machine repair works, silk factory, 
gunny sack mills, and a large tank farm. 
The complete project is due to be completed 
in 1962. 


HONG KONG. — Messrs. Binnie, 
Deacon and Gourley, London consulting 
engineers, have reported that the construc- 
tion of a large new reservoir is possible at 
Shek Pik on Lantao Island. In describing 
this, the Director of Public Works, Mr. A. 
Inglis, said that the reservoir would have 
a storage capacity of 4,500 million gallons. 
Tests at Shek Pik have been conducted over 
the past 12 months by Soil Mechanics, Ltd.. 
and Soletanche (France). Estimates of cost 
are being prepared, meanwhile a new road, 
bungalows for engineering personnel, diver- 
sion of the main feeder stream, etc., will be 
put in hand. The provision of this reservoir 
will open up Lantao—more than four times 
the size of Hong Kong Island — for much 
needed development. . . . The first secondary 
modern school in Hong Kong is being 
designed by Messrs. Palmer and Turner, 
FRIBA, for the Diocesan Girls’ School at 
Kowloon. Cost is estimated at $14m. The 
main block will be eight storeys high and 
complete gymnastic and science facilities 
will be provided. . . . The University of 
Hong Kong, on a grant from Colonial 
Development and Welfare Funds, is to build 
a new library on a site to the south of the 
main administration buildings and Mr. 
W. W. C. Shewan, FRIBA, has been 
appointed architect. Estimated cost is about 
£200,000. . . . To cope with Hong Kong’s 
increasing textile production a new dyeing 
and finishing works is to be constructed on 
174,000 sq. ft. of reclaimed swamp land at 
Shatin, New Territories. It is being 
designed by Faitfone Wong, AIAAS, St. 
George’s Building, Hong Kong, for Messrs. 
Jardine Mathesons, and will include a three- 
storey main block of reinforced concrete 
construction with a 300 ft. x 300 ft. single- 
storey works unit behind. 


MALAYA.—The St. John Ambulance 
Brigade is to set up a £120,000 building for 
its headquarters i in Kuala paras as part of 
its expansion programme. . The Cathay 
Organisation is opening two new cinemas— 
one at Bukit Mertajam to seat 700 people 
and another in Johore Bahru to seat 1,000. 

.- Ipoh Malays Housing Society has 





planned the first phase of a project to build 
250 houses in the state of Perak. On a site 
behind Gunong Rapat new village it is in- 
tended to construct 19 houses. . . . A 204- 
room air-conditioned luxury hotel, to be 
called the Merlin, is being built at Treacher- 
road, Kuala Lumpur, at a cost of about 
£250,000. . . . Lee Tham Yin, architects of 
Kuala Lumpur, have invited tenders for the 
construction of a nine-storey building in 
Batu-road, Kuala Lumpur, for Yeow Kim 
Pong Realty, Ltd. 


NEW ZEALAND.—Thé University of 
New Zealand grants committee has pre- 
sented the Government with a plan to spend 
£10m. on buildings in the next ten years. 
The population in New Zealand universities 
—now slightly more than 10,000—will 
double by 1964, said the chairman of the 
grants committee, Dr. G. A. Currie, in 
Christchurch. 


PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA.—
